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CUP YACHTS RACE IN FOG 





Mist Drove Constitution to Port, 
but Others Sailed On. 





COLUMBIA LED AROUND MARK 





Old Defender Still Was Before Inde- 
pendence When Time Limit Ex- 
pired and Trial Failed.

NEWPORT, R. I., July 10.—A futile at- 
tempt to sail the third race of the New- 
port Yacht Racing Association's series was 
made to-day. The wind was light and un- 
steady, and before the yachts had gone far 
they were enveloped in a fog. Columbia 
and Independence rounded the outer mark, 
fifteen miles to windward from the Bren- 
ton Reef Lightship, but Constitution 
abandoned the struggle early, and went 
home rather than risk racing in a fog. The 
run was delayed at the start for lack of 
wind till 12:50 o'clock. The committee boat 
was the tug Storm King, and her first 
signal announced the course as due south. 
The conditions at the start were tide at 
the last quarter of the flood, sea smooth, 
swell moderate, wind about six knots, and 
fog hanging on the windward horizon. 

The yachts manoeuvred for _ position 
around the westerly end of the line beyond 
the lightship. Capt. Haff readily put In- 
dependence in the weather berth, and 
looked as though he would cross ahead of 
the others, but the timer on his yacht was 
in error, and the vessel was brought to the 
line a minute too soon. Consequently she 
had to ease off and run down the line. 
This allowed Capt. Rhodes to luff Consti- 
tution up sharply, and drive her out on the 
weather quarter of Independence. Colum- 
bia had been under Constitution's lee, and 
in the manoeuvring she was able to luff in 


close to the lightship, and get the weather 
berth of the three, and so again the Inde- 


pendence had the worst of the start. The 
official time of the start was: Constitu- 
tion, 12:55:03; Columbia, -12:55:05; Inde- 
pendence, 12:55:07. 


All three now were on the starboard tack, 


carrying the usual sail for windward work. - 


Columbia had the weather berth, with Con- 
‘stitution close under her bow. Independ- 
ence was 300 yards to leeward of Constitu- 


tion. The last-named yacht began at once 


to display her astonishing power of holding 


her luff. She ate slowly out to windward 
of Columbia, pointing better and footing 
faster. At 1:08:10 Columbia split tacks with 
her and headed off on a port reach toward 
Point Judith. Constitution followed at 
1:09:35. This move put Columbia ahead byt 
to leeward. . 
Independence tacked at 1:10:50. Though 


holding the weather course, she was so far 
astern that both of the others could have 
crossed her bows. The wind was freshen- 
ing all the time, and was now blowing an 
S-knot breeze. At 1:21:35 Columbia went 
on the starboard tack. Constitution soon 
did the same, while at 1:24:10 Inde- 
pendence followed. The Boston boat was 
going handsomely, her lee rail at last down 
near the water, and she had picked up sub- 
stantially on Columbia. 


FOG SHUTS DOWN ON RACERS. 

Fog now began to shut down on the upper 
spars of the racers, and the weather looked 
unpromising. Columbia went on the port 
tack at 1:51, and the others were lost in the 
fog. No one of the yachts could now see 
either of the others, and only one at.etime 
could be seen from the press boat. It was 


impossible to follow the tactics of the rac- 
ers, and indeed it seemed oe that the 
contest was not abandoned. cing cup 
defenders in a fog is, to say the least, risky. 
For two hours the yachts were entirely lost 
in a mist that felt like a fine rain. The 
‘wind hauled further eastward, and Colum- 
bia took in her baby jib ——— replacing 
it with reaching canvas. Under this she 
stood along toward the mark on a long port 
reach. The press boat followed her, the 
others being shut out of sight. The second 
mate of Columbia took the wheel, while 
Capt. Barr devoted himself to navigation. 
It & very pretty trick to find a mark 15 
miles to windward in a fog without towing 
a patent log, yet this is what Capt. Barr 
_ ‘was trying to do, and, as the sequel proved, 
swith great success. 
Toward 4 o'clock the forms of two or 
three white steam yachts were dimly seen 
through the fog, and then the dark, in- 
distinct shape of the mark tug was dis- 
cerned. Under her stern was seen the 
mark, seemingly directly in Columbia's path. 
The men on the press boat gave a cheer 
for “Wee Charley Barr” and his smart 
tion. He had made the outer mark 
fully, being only about a ship's length 
tto leeward of it. He-made a short hitch 
on the starboard tack, to weather it, and 
rounded at 38:59:30. olumbia received a 
salute of steam whistles, and, easing off 
ther boom to port, set her balloon jib topsail 
gand reached away for home, with the wind 
her starboard quarter. The press yacht 
to follow Columbia in, when sud- 
enly the~wind freshened, and the fog 
nned out so that it was possible to see a 
gnile or more.

olumbia, it may be noted, beat Independ- 
ence about 33 minutes to the outer mark, 
but that signifies nothing, as the condi- 
tions were such as to make anything like 
a fair comparison of speed absolutely im- 
possible. here were grounds in to-day’s 
race for the belief that the Boston yaght 
has speed in a brisk sailing breeze and a 
smooth sea. Columbia was admirably 
handled and sailed a good race. It. was a 
pity that she did not win, but she was 
about two miles away from the lightship 
when the time was up. The fog shut 
down very thick after 7 o’clock, and those 
vessels which were still outside had a very 
an ong time finding their way into the 

arbor. 


RUNAWAY AT BAR HARBOR.

QLYMPIA’S NEW ORNAMENTS. 


Admiral Dewey’s Flagship to Carry 
an Emblem of Manila Victory.

BOSTON, July 10.—The historic cruiser 
Oly-npia, Admiral Dewey’s flagship at the 
battle of Manila Bay, will be a much bet- 
ter ship when she goes into commission at 
the navy yard than she was on May 1, 


1898, when the famous battle was fought. 
She will also be more attractive in ap- 
pearance, both inside and outside. 

To-day the stem ornament, designed to 
con;‘memorate the ship's great victory, is 
being attached to the hull. The sternpiece 


was set up a few_days ago. Naval Con- 
structor William J. Baxter, head of the 
Department of ConStruction and Repair, 
first conceived the idea of these ornaments, 
and at once} set about obtaining the con- 
sent of the Navy Department to put them 
on. After this had been accomplished, he

Some of the bronze used in casting the 


two pieces was taken front the Olympia, 
and this gives added value to them. The 
stem ornament is the more elaborate, and 
is really a work of art. A winged Victor 
holds high above her head an eagle, wbic 
she is about to launch in the air. ic- 
tory’s wings le against the sides of the 
ship’s prow. 

The stern piece consists of a shield with 
a mass of scroll work on either side. Naval 
officers who have seen the ornaments say 
they consider them the best on any United 
States ship. 


BOSTON AND MAINE STOCK SOLD. 


Lively Bidding at Auction—2,709 Shares 
Knocked Down at 193 7-8.

BOSTON, July 10.—There was a lively 
five minutes just about noon to-day in the 
stock auction rooms of Francis Henshaw 
& Co. The flurry was caused by the sale 
of 2,709 shares of the common stock of the 
Boston and Maine’ Railroad at auction by 
order of the Railroad Commissioners and 
conformably to the votes of the stock- 
holders and Directors. 

The stock sold is that which was not 
subscribed for when the new issue was 

e several months ago in connection 
with the Central Massachusetts purchase. 

When the-/auction began there was a 
roomful of financial men, most of whom 
were interested in the sale of the Boston 
and Maine stock, which was first on the 
bill. As soon as the auctioneer had com- 
pleted his announcement somebody started 
the bidding, offering 190 for the whole lot. 
From this point, by quarters first, and then 
by eighths, the price was pushed up to 191, 
192, and finally to 193, having reached 
about the market price of the stock, the 
bidders, who had narrowed down to the 
representatives of Perry, Coffin & Burr 
and Vermilye & Co., went a little more cau- 
tiously. 

Vermilye put it at 193% and immediately 
the other bidders added an eighth. Vermii- 
ye then went to %. Perry, Coffin & Burr 
added an eighth, and the stock was theirs. 


AMERICAN ROBBED IN PARIS. 


Jewels Valued at $12,000 Stolen from 
the Home of John Munroe. 


PARIS, July 11.—The residence of John 
Munroe, an American banker, at 1 Rue de 
Longchamp, has been robbed of jewelry yal- 
ued at 60,000f. The robbers entered an open 


window on the ground floor in the absence 
of the family and while the servants were 
at dinner. 

The jewels, which were taken from Mrs. 
Munroe’s bedroom, include a pearl ahd dia- 
mond necklace. 

- The robbers were evidently familiar with 
the habits of the family and knew the place 
where the jewels were kept. They did not 
ransack the room, nor did they take any- 
thing except the jewel case. They left no

STRIKERS’ PICKETS WARNED. 


Chicago Iron Works Company’s Letter 
to Members of Machinists’ Union.

CHICAGO, IDL, July 10.—Letters of warn- 
ing from the Allis-Chalmers Company were 
received to-day by five members of the 
Machinists’ Union, who, it is alleged, are 


on picket duty at the Frazer & Chalmers 
and Gates Iron Works plants. The letters, 
which are all alike, are as follows: 

Dear Sir: We understand that you are sta- 
tioned as a picket about our plants, and have 
been told that the purpose of your being sta- 
tioned at our works is to prevent machinists 
from seeking employment from us. Believing 
that such action is illegal and will not be sanc- 
tioned by the courts, I take this meafis of noti- 
fying you of our views, so that should we seek 
redress in the courts and you continue to picket 
our works or in any way intimidate or interfere 
with our workmen, you may understand we shall 
endeavor to the fullest extent possible to hold 
you cesponsible for your acts. Yours truly,

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THE PRESIDENT WANTS 
RECIPROCITY TREATIES 


Not in Favor of a General Over- 
hauling of the Tariff. 








Republican Members of House Ways and 
Means Committee Divided on Sub- 
ject of Tariff Revision.

WASHINGTON, July 10.—Revision of the 
tariff law by next Winter's Congress is a 
subject which is already being pressed 
upon the attention of President McKinley. 
The discussion which is going on has 
moved certain influential Senators and 
members of Congress to ‘interview the 
President and learn what course he favors. 
Some of them have taken this early occa- 
sion to urge their views upon him, <nd to 
suggest that he deal discreetly with the 
matter in his message. 

In a general way it is known that Presi- 
dent McKinley shares the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the majority of the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Nearly all who have spoken 
have manifested unwillingness to open up 
the general subject of tariff legislation. 
They call attention to the fact that, as 
soon as the subject is broached there is no 
way to hold the House down to a few 
amendments, but that it Is likely to precipi- 
tate a general revision, with endless dis- 
cussion and a hot fight all along the line. 

Members of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee who are known to be opposed to 
tariff revision are Payne of New York, 
Balizell of Pennsylvania, Hopkins. of Illi- 
nois, Grosvenor of Ohio, Russell of Con- 
necticut, Steele of Indiana, and McCall of 
Massachusetts, Some of these have been 


interviewed to the effect that they favor 
reciprocity on the lines of the Republican 
platform. The clause in the Republican 
platform to which reference is made, reads: 

‘“‘ We favor the associated policy of reti- 
procity so directed as to open our markets 
on favorable terms for what we do not our- 
selves produce in. return for free foreign 
markets.” 

Thié is the kind of reciprocity which Rep- 
resentative Dalzell fayors, but it is not the 
reciprocity ——- by Blaine, nor even 
that which has been embodied in the trea- 
ties negotiated by Special Commissioner 
Kasson, and now awaiting ratification by 
the Senate. 

Republican members of the Ways and 
Mears Committee who favor tariff revis- 
jon are Babcock. of Wisconsin, Tawney of 
Minnesota, and Long of Kansas. All of 
the Democratic members may be counted 
on to join in favor of any revision bill. Last 
Winter Richardson offered to report Bab- 
cock’s bill, but the offer was not accepted. 
Ths seven Democrats on the committee are 
Richardson of Tennessee, Robertson of 


Louisiana, Swanson of Virginia, McClellan 


of New York, Newlands of Nevada, Cooper 
of Texas, and Underwood of Alabama. 

If the Republican members of the com- 
mittee who favor revision are willing to 
accept the assistance of the Democrats 
they will have no difficulty in getting the 
subject before the House. But there fs al- 
Ways some hesitation to join forces with 
the opposition party on an important matter 
of party legislation. Moreover, it is pre- 
dicted by many that public sentiment in 
the Middle West will be so strong as to 
compel the Republican members from there 
to favor a bill, and that Payne and the 
other Eastern members will consent, being 
content to keep the matter in their own 
control. 

The President believes that the simpler 
solution of the difficulty will be for the 
Senate to pass some of the pending reci- 
precity treaties. The same interests which 
are fighting tariff revision are opposed 
to such a course. They succeeded last 
Winter in hanging up the treaties, and 
they are doing their begt to repeat the per- 
formance. 

Part of the President’s programme is to 
have Senator Cullom of Illinois made Chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
in that capacity make it his business to 
secure the ratification of the reciprocity 
agreements. But the death of Senator 
Davis left William P. Frye of Maine as the 
ranking Senator, and if he wants the Chair- 
manship he is entitled to it before Cullom. 
It was ‘supposed, however, that Senator 
Frye preferred to retain his position as 
Chairman of the Committee on Commerce, 
and give his undivided attention to the 
Shipping Subsidy bill. Now it is learned 
that he is being urged to take the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, the presumption bein 
that he would represent the New Englan 
sentiment and prevent the passage of the 
treaties in their present form.” The deter- 
mination of this contest for the Chairman- 
ship of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs is likely to, have an important 
bearing on the whole subject of reciprocity, 
and will be followed with unusual interest 
by officials and members of Congress. 

There is no attempt to disguise the fact 
that Secretary Hay and Secretary Gage, 
both of whom are in a position to be in- 
formed, regard the subject of reciprocity 
or tariff revision as of daily increasing 
moment. They are convinced that unless 
prempt and radical action is taken the for- 
eign nations will take steps in the direc- 
tion of closing their markets to our goods, 
which will do our’ commercial and industrial 
interests lasting injury.

Delegate E. W. Campbell of Cincinnati 
said that the leather interests of the coun- 
try are unanimous for a reped of the laws, 
imposing a tariff of 15 per cent. on hides. 
The argument is that this tariff increases 
the cost of leather, and therefore of the 
products of leather manufactures to the 
consumers, without any final benefit to the 
farmer or the Government.

RIGHTS OF AN UNBORN CHILD. 


Court Holds Recoverable Damages Must 
Be Sought in the Mother’s Name.

PROVIDENCE, July 10.—The question 
whether a person can maintain a legal ac- 
tion for damages for injuries before he 
was born has been decided in the negative 
by Judge Rogers of the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court here, in the suit of 
Patrick Gorman against Robert E. Bud- 
long. The Court holds that such an ac- 
tion cannot be maintained, since an un- 


born child has only a fictitious existence 
for certain legal purposes. 

The action was of trespass on the case 
for eee ae brought by the plaintiff and

The plaintiff was a tenant of the def - 
ant. he pilaster in the kitchen of the tefle- 


ment which he occupied became loose and 
liable to fall, and twice the plaintiff noti- 
tied his landlord of its dangerous cozdition, 
receiving promises that repairs would be 
made, whereupon he agreed to remain a 
tenant. Repairs were not made, however, 
and on Jan. 22 last ee coping fell on Eliza 
Goiman, the plaintiff's wife, the injury and 
shock causing her to give hirth to a child 
rematurely. On account of the premature, 
irth the chlid dicd on Jan, 25. Suit was 
brceught for $5,000. 
The case went to the Appellate Division 
on the defendant’s demurrers, which were 
that the child could not have maintained 
an action for damages against the Getene- 
ant had he survived, and,‘ therefore,

plaintiff in this case had’no right of action. 

“Unquestionably an «ndorn child has 
many rights and privileges,” said Judge 
Rogers, ‘‘ but it matters not what rights 
and privileges it has, tf it had not the 
right had it lived to maintain an action for 
the injury alleged to have been suffered in 
this case.”’ 

The court ruled that, ‘‘as the unborn 
child was a part of the mother at the time 
of the injury, any damage to it which was 
not too remote to be recovered for at all, 
was recoverable by her.” 


HOSE PLAYED ON ZIONISTS 
BY EVANSTON FIREMEN. 


Two Hundred Dowleites Driven from 
Town—Mayor Ordered Out the En 
gine When a Riot Seemed 

Imminent. s 


CHICAGO, July 10.—Followers of John 
Alexander Dowie made an attempt to con- 
vert the citizons of Evanston to-night and 
failed, as on former occasions. They vis- 
ited the place in greater force than ever 
before, there being fully 200 of them, but 
their increased numbers only brought them 
a greater defeat. One-half of the Dowie- 
ites were followers of ‘‘ Zion,”’ and the re- 
mainder were members of the paid body 
guard which Dowie maintains. The guards 
were intended to prevent any interference 
with the meeting, and when it began they 


surrounded the Dowieites, to hold back the 
crowd of fully 1,500 people, which gath- 
ered rapidly as soon as it was known that 
another Dowie meeting was in progress. 

As on former ocasions, eggs and vege- 
tables were quickly used, and the guards 
and those whom they were trying to pro- 
tect were soon spattered with yolks and 
battered with old vegetables. Several fights 
resulted between the guards and people of 
the town, generally with damaging results 
to the guards. 

The entire police force of Evanston was 
called into service, and after the Chief of 
Police had ordered the Dowileites to with- 
draw and had met with a refusal, he or- 
dered his men to snares them. The police 
did not use their clubs, and the guards 
held them back by sheer force of numbers. 

The crowd meanwhile was growing ugly, 
and Mayor Bates of Evanston, seeing that 
unless something was done quickly people 
would be seriously hurt and possibly killed, 
ordered out a fire engine. The engine at 
once turned a four-inch stream on the 
a and they went over like ten- 
pins. 

Women, as well as men, were thrown 
down by the stream, and sent rolling in 
the mud. The poopie of Evanston danced 
and hooted wit elight as the firemen 
steadily advanced, driving the Dowieites 
before them in utter rout. The work was 
done with impartiality, and any Dowieite 
dilatory in movement was washed along 
by the stream. 

As the Dowieites fled, the bombardment 
with eggs and vegetables was resumed, and 
aided materially in ridding the town of the 

resence of the Zionists. Elder Piper of 

owie’s church, who had been in command 
of the small army, was arrested on a 
charge of disorderly conduct. While he was 
being led to the station, men and boys 
armed with syringes containing dirty water 
and other liquids, made him an object of 
special attention, and he‘ was in a sorry 
condition when the station doors closed be- 
hind him. 

About twenty other Dowileites .were 
taken into custody, more to *save them 
from the crowd in the streets than for 


any other reason. The Dowleites say they 
will return in greater force, and: the peo- 
ple of Evanston declare that the next riot 
will be just so much the larger.

MARRY A PRINCESS 





‘Report that He Is to Wed the Wid- 
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agreement by which rates; 
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owed Duchess of Albany. 





Her Husband, Queen Victoria’s Fourth 
Son, Died in 1884—Rosebery Be- 
came a Widower .in 1890. 





LONDON, July 11.—The Manchestef Daily 
Dispatch says that the Duchess of, Al- 
bany will accompany King Edward on his 
approaching visit to Scotland, and that 
the betrothal of her Royal Highness to 
Lord Rosebery will be annaunced at the 
time of their visit or immediately after the 
return of the royal party. 


The Duchess of Albany is the widow of 
Queen Victoria’s fourth son, Prince Leo- 
pold, who died at Cannes on March 28, 
1884. He was born in 1853, and on April 
27, 1882, married her serene Highness, the 
Princess Héléne, daughter of the late 
George Victor, Prince of Waldeck and Pyr- 
mont. The Duchess was born in 1861. 

If Lord Rosebery marries the Duchess 
he will be stepfather to a reigning mon- 
arch. The Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha 
is the only son of the late Duke of Albany, 
and succeeded his uncle, Queen Victoria’s 
second son, as ruler of the Duchy of Saxe- 
Coburg in July of last year. The present 
Duke was a posthumous child, having been 
born on July 19, 1884. 


The Duchess has one other child, the 
Princess Alice, who was born in 1883. 
Lord Rosebery is a widower. In 1878 


he married Miss Hannah Rothschild, only 
daughter and hefress of the late Baron 


Meyer Amschel de Rothschild. She died 
in 1890, leaving four children, two boys 
and two girls. 

Lord Rosebery was born in 1847. He 


succeeded his grandfather as fifth Earl in 
1868. He was Prime Minister in part of 1894 
and 1895. He is said, as a young man, to 
have had three ambitions—to marry the 


richest heiress in England, to be Prime 
Minister, and to win the Derby. Each of 
these desires has been gratified, and now, 
if the Manchester report is correct, he 
is to achieve still further distinction by 
marrying a royal Princess. 

The only members of the British royal 
family married to subjects are the Duchess 


of Argyll (Princess Louise) and, the 
Duchess of Fife, King Edward's eldest 
daughter,

Mr. Robinson, who was engaged as the 
defendant’s counsel, called up Judge Whit- 
ing and informed him of the re W. 
H. Powell of“Old Town was.counsel for the 
railroad, and the proceedings, with the 
Judge’s permission, were conducted over 
the telephone. Mr. Powell took the Old 
Town end of the line, and communicated 
everything that was said to the Judge, who 
was standing just behind him. 

Wilkinson and Smith made no effort to 
defend their action of the morning, and 
entered a plea of nolo contendere. Judge 
Whiting imposed a fine of $5 on each man, 
which was turned over to the clerk of the 
Bangor court, and the defendants caught 
the train for Bucksport. 


THE DROUGHT IN KANSAS. 


Practically No Rain Has Fallen for 
Three Months—Corn Good Only 
for Fodder. 


Special to The New York Times. 


TOPEKA., Kan., July 10.—There has not 
been a general rain “in Kansas for three 
months, and the local raink have been so 
light that there has virtually been a 
drought in the State during all that period. 
Fortunately there was an abundance of 
rain or snow before that which saved the 
wheat, and the farmers have about com- 
pleted one of the largest harvests in the 

istory of the State. ‘ 

Alfalfa, too, has been a good crop, but 
everything else is gone. There is little or 
no hay; no oats to amount to anything, 
und unless rain comes within a week there 
will be no corn. The corn will be little 
more than fodder. Soaking rain might 
make one-third or one-half crop, but from 
the present prospects corn is a failure. 

The present is the worst drought Kansas 
has had since 1860, when the settlers were 
ted by the old Emigrant Aid Society of 
New England, an auxiliary of the old 
Abolition Society. In 1872 there was an- 
other drought, but it did not begin until 
August, after the wheat had been harvest- 
ed and the corn ‘“‘ made.” In 1874 there 
was still another drought, preceded by a 
good wheat crop, but the grasshopper de- 
vastation happened the same season, and 
so people charge up to that visitation what 
otherwise would have been laid to drought. 

Twenty-one days ago the mercury rose 
above #) degrees, and every day since it 
has registered as high or higher. The 
searcity of hay this season has caused a 
demand for wheat straw, of which, how- 
ever, there is an abundance. Ordinarily 
wheat straw sells for $1 a ton, and even 
then it is often permitted to rot, but this 
Summer it is selling at $8 a ton, and lit- 
tle is obtainable at that. The farmers will 
bale it or house it for feed next Winter. 
Prairieé\meadows this Summer are yielding 
less than 600 pounds of hay to the acre. 


CHICAGO HEAT RECORD BROKEN. 


IHinois Crops Suffering—Very Hot at 
St. Louis and Omaha. 
CHICAGO, July 10.—To-day was the hot- 
test day ever recorded in Chicago, the mer- 
cury in the weather tower showing 100% 
degrees, while thermometers on the street 


were from two to four degrees hotter. A 
dry southwest wind kept the humidity at 
a low point. 

It was hot all over the State to-day. 
Crops are suffering from lack of rain. 














ST. LOUIS, July 10.—At 3 P. M, to-day 
the Government ‘thermometer registered 
103 in the shade, while on the streets in the 
sun the temperature was many degrees 
higher.

PARK CHAIR ISSUES 
NOW IN THE COURTS 


Mr. Spate Gets an Injunction 
_ Against Commissioner Clausen. 


City, and Newark. 








PROMISE OF COMPLICATIONS 


Ten Thousand People Gather Near Mad- 
Ison Square Park to Indorse Mr. 
Clausen’s Action—The Chairs 
Well Filled. 








While some 10,000 people were celebrating 
President Clausen’s decision to remove the 
Spate pay chairs from the parks last night, 
Mr. ‘Spate and his counsel were taking 
measures to prevent Mr. Clausen from car- 
rying out his intention. In order to do this 
an injunction was obtained from Justice 
McAdam of the Supreme Court, and this 
injunction will be served on President 
Clausen and the other members of the 
board early this morning. 

In his application for the injunction Mr, 
Spate says that he has already spent $21,- 
000 in getting his chairs ready for the 
parks, and that he will lose this money if 
President Clausen’s plans are carried out. 
In his affidavit Mr. Spate also declares 
that on April 16 last, in order to promote 
the public enjoyment of the parks, he: en- 
tered into a contract with the Park Board 
for a pertod of five years from April 1, 1901, 
agreeing to pay $500 a year for the privi- 
lege of placing chairs in the parks. He was 
to maintain a sufficient number of chairs 
for the use of the public, and he was enti- 
tled to charge 3 cents for plain chairs and 
5 cents for armchairs to each person using 
them. He says further that the Board of 
Park Commissioners is to meet at 11 o’clock 


this morning and pose a resolution revoking 
his contract, which he asserts they have no 
right to do. 

On this application Justice McAdam 
grented the preliminary injunction and 
maae the order returnable at 10:30 A. M. 
Mcnday next. Until that time Mr. Spare 
can continue renting his chairs, providing 
no other injunctions are obtained. It was 
understood last night that another injune- 
tion was being prepared by a newspaper. 
This is directed against both Mr. Spate and 
the Park Board, and if granted would tie 
un the question of rental of the chairs until 
the validity of the contract was determined. 


CHAIRS WELL PATRONIZED. 


Despite these legal proceedings and tha 
public announcement of President Clausen 


that he had decided to rescind the contract, 
the Spate chairs did a better business yes- 
terday than on any day since they were 
placed in the parks. This was especia:ly 
true in Madison Square Park. There was 


no disturbance there at any time. This was 
partially due to the fact that the chairs 


were not distributed in long rows. Instead 
of this they were placed in large piles, with 


policemen conveniently near them. When 
a person wanted to rent a chair the attend- 
ant would take it from the pile and place it 
whereever the patron desired. The attend- 
ants in Madison Square reported the sale of 


devble the number of tickets sold on any 
previous day. 

The chairs were particularly well patron- 
ized last night during the anti-chair cele- 
bration near by. The celebration had been 
arranged by The New York Morning Jour- 


nal, which supplied a band and elaborate 
fireworks, as Well as speakers. 

In a way Police Commissioner Murphy 
aided this celebration of the supposed vic- 


tory over President Clausen and Mr. Spate. 
The original-intention was to hold the cele- 


bration in Madison Square, and it was so 
advertised. A permit was asked for and 
refused by President Clausen on the ground 
that it wag for advertising purposes. [t 
was explained that the only permits for 


meetings in the Square were given to po- 
litical parties during campaigns, and that 
these were issued sparingly. 

Commissioner Murphy was appealed to, 
and he said that he had no power to issue 
a permit for a meeting in the park, but 
that he had jurisdiction in the streets 20 
feet away from the park. This was taken 
as a hint, and an application was made to 
him for a permit to meet on Fifth Avenue 
below Twenty-third Street. He promptiy 
granted it, as the point was outside the 
limit of the Park Board's jurisdiction. The 
stand was erected, and it was here, within 
a short distance of the Spate chairs, that 
the celebration was held. 

Dr. W. J. O'Sullivan acted as the Chair- 

man of the meeting. In his speech imppen- 
ing the meeting he said, in part: 
“The fathers of this Republic formulated 
the guiding monition that ‘eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty.” The great 
Democratic organization of this city has 
faithfully adhered to both the letter and the 
spirit of this axiom, and we are assembled 
here to-night to pledge our adherence to its 
wisdom and to celebrate its recognition. 

“As you are aware, under our present 
city charter, the heads of the various mu- 
nicipal departments after the first six 
months of their installation cannot be re- 
moved from their publig office except for 
cause sufficiently grave to warrant charges 
of malfeasance in office., The heads of the 
various municipal departments to-day are 
independent of our chief mvunicipal exec- 
utive, and each act of theirs is done solely 
on their own responsibility. 

“When the Park Commissioner, Mr. 
Clausen, undertook to introduce into our 
parks the system of renting chairs, he un- 
dertook an experiment which was subject 
to public approval or disapproval. This 
system which you have justly condemned, 
has been tried in the larger cities of Eu- 
rope and been successful. What the Park 
Commissioner overlooked was the fact that 
in introducing into our democratic city a 
European idea which inclined to a class 
distinction, he was antagonizing a funda- 
mental proposition upon which our free 
institutions rest. It was a serious error of 
judgment on his part, and he has shown 
his good sense in recognizing its popular 
disapproval—which has been most decisive. 

“I bez to assure you that the organiza- 
tion of Tammany Hall has been opposed ta 
this innovation from its inception, and from 
its great leader to some of its humblest 
members,- many efforts have been made 
to convince the Park Commissioner that 
he was in error ip introducing such an in- 
ncvation in the parks of our city.’’ 


THE POLICE PRECAUTIONS. 


The other speakers were Julius Harburg- 
er, Gen. James R. O’Beirne, James Qliver, 
and J. S. Crosby. Each one of the speak- 
ers advocated the rights of the people in 
controlling the parks. When one of the 
speakers said, ‘‘ You may not know it, but 
you have a moral right to go there to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel and stay without pay- 
ing’’ some of the crowd looked in the di- 


rection of the hotel and acted as if they 
would like to try that plan. During this 
meeting Capt. Flood of the Tendétloin Sta- 
tion was on hand with a large force of po- 
licemen. When the band had played its 
last piece and the last bomb had been shot 
off the Captain quickly deployed a number 
of his men along the-edge of the park front- 
ing toward the place where the meeting 
had been held. hese men were ready to 
turn aside any concerted effort on the part 
of the crowd to destroy the chairs. 

At the same time the Captain had as- 
signed one man to each chair on the walk. 
It seemed as if every person who had lis- 
tened to the speaking had business on the 
walk where the chairs were placed, as at 
least two-thirds of the’ people passed along 
that way to their homes. “ Move on. 
“ Please go along quietly,’’ were the words 
said over and over again by the policemen 
who backed up these requests by a very 
persuasive swinging of, their clubs. There 
was no outbreak at any time, and after the 
crowd had viewed the innocent green chairs 
they dispersed. After the main crowd had 
gone away and the extra policemen were 
called in a few individuals attempted to 
wreck some of the chairs, but they were 
soon driven away. 

President Clausen had little to add to his 
statement which was published yesterday 
morning when he was seen. He said that 
it was his intention to purchase the chairs 
from Mr. Spate out of his own funds and 
make the city a present of them. He de-

KILBOURNE FOR GOVERNOR 


Effort to Name Frank S. Monnett fot 
Attorney General Unsuccessful— 
, Picture of Nebraskan Trampled 
‘ by Delegates. 








COLUMBUS, July 10.—The Ohio Demo- 
cratic State Convention to-day named Col. 
Kilbcurne for Governor, placed the three 
Jcehnson planks on franchises, steam and 
electric railroads, and corporation taxa- 
tion in the platform, rejected Frank S. 
Monnett as a candidate for Attorney Gen- 
eral, and by a vote .of 944 to 6 refused to 
reaffirm the Kansas City platform and 
express. its confidence in Mr. Bryan. 

The following ticket was nominated: 

Governor—JAMES KILBOURNE of Columbus. 

Lieutenant Governor—ANTHONY HOWELLS 
of Massillon. 

Supreme Court—JOSEPH HIDY. 

Attorney General—M. B. McCARTHY of Toledo. 

Supreme Court Clerk—HARRY R, YOUNG, 

State Treasurer—-R. PAGE ALESHIRE of 
Gallipolis. : 

Member State Board of Public Works—JAMES 
B. HOLMAN. 

The rooster was again adopted as the 
party emblem. 

All of the more conservative elements had 
combined in the preliminaries against the 
friends of Mayor Tom L. Johnson of Cleve- 
land, but the combination was not main- 
tained after the committees were selected, 
and, during the all-night session of the 
Committee on Resolutions, it was claimed 
the McLean and Kilbourne men were no 
longer co-operating against the’ proposi- 
tions of the Johnson men on platform_and 
organization. The contest was in the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions and on both National 
and State issues. 

Johnson men won on their favorite views 
on State matters and the others on Na- 
tional issues. The three planks of the John- 
son men—on franchises, steam and electric 
railways, and corporation taxation—were 
adopted as amendments. 

Charles P, Salen, one of Johnson's sup- 

orters, had been continued as permanent 

thairman, and other friends of Johnson 
had secured the taxation resolutions want- 
ed. There was much talk about Kilbourne 
and McLean men having difficulties, but 
it became evident later on that the John- 
f€0n men had won on the taxation issues 
without any other changes. The conven- 

tion was not called to order until nearly 11 
o'clock by Chairman Brvcker. Prayer was 
offered by the Rev. John Hewitt. 


TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Salen was heartily cheered when he 
Was introduced as temporary Chairman. 


He referred at some length in his speech | 


and then

to imperialism and the trusts, 
devoted himself to State railway 
tion in part as follows: 

“Without detracting from those great 
questions, there are in this campaign in 


Ohic questions of such transcendent im- 
portance to the people of the State that 
they overwhelm all other issues, and fore- 
mosi of all is the adoption of an equitable 
syt*em of assessing and collecting tax bur- 
dens. If we can win for the people of Ohio 
at this election relief from the inequalities 
of steam railroad taxation alone, it will he 
a lasting blessing. The steam railroads 
are paying less than a fifth of their just 
share of taxation by comparison with the 
owners of farms and other small properties. 
Every county in the State loses greatly by 
this scheme of injustice, and through it 
every citizen’in every county in Ohio is 
peying more than his just share of taxes. 

Much of the inequality could be corrected 
bv. the fidelitv of the County Auditors. It 
has developed largely from the favors dis- 
tributed by railroads to State and county 
officials. Not only this convention, but 
every county in the State should rise in 
arms against this iniquity and install as 
Auditors men who will respect their oath of 
office ana stand for truth and justice in the 
assessing of railroad property. 

‘*The whole taxation scheme is foul with 
inequalities. It vitiates public trusts, and 
completely defeats the ends of justice. 
Can we do the people of Ohio any greater 
service than to correct these inequalities? 
Can we do more for our party than to 
earn the gratitude of the people for de- 
stroying such abuses? 

“Five hundred million dollars of steam 
railroad property in Ohio to-day escapes 
taxation. The home, the farm, the little in- 
dustry hopelessly struggling against the 
privileged tritst are there, listed frequently 
above their salable value. You who own 
them have no favors to offer. You have not 
learned the art of bribery. Your protest 
is unheeded. You must pay the tribute 
to injustice or lose your home. You must 
simply endure. 

“The Republican Convention, while try- 
ing to ou uct this campaign on National 
issues an® avoid all State questions, still 
was forced to make a vague reference to 
this issue. If the Republicans are suc- 
cessful the people may expect legislation 
a@s vague and unsatisfactory as their plat- 
form. Let our declaration be so clear that 
the people may realize its meaning.”’ 

The portion of his speech given to rail- 
Way taxation was loudly app!auded. 

After the adoption of the rules and order 
of business, the report on credentials was 
submitted by Chairman Saltzgaber, seating 
the Dowling delegates from Montgomery, 
the McCloud delegates. from Union, the 
Buckley delegates from Portage, ang the 
Mason delegates from Butler County. 

E. H. Moore presented a satnority re- 
port, signed by seven of the twenty-one 
members of the committee, to seat the 
anti-Dowling delegates from Montgomery. 
An animated discussion followed over this 


contest, which involved the local power of 
J. H. Dowling, and which has been thrown 


into the State conventions for_ several 

years. The minority report was adopted. 
When Dowling and is delegation gave 
wp their seats there was a wild scene. 
wling has been a leader in Montgomery 
unty for twenty years, and a delegate to 
State and National Conventions for many 
ears.

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 


M..A. Daugherty then reported the plat- 
Qorm resolutions, which were adopted. 


The platform consists of a preamble and 

xteen articles under the following heads: 
Municipal governments, taxation. conduct 
of State affairs, &c., people's rights, tariff 
reform, monopolies, merchant marine, im- 

rialism and expansion, the Boers, Monroe 
octrine, the navy, civil service, clection of 

mators, agriculture and labor, Republican 
esponsibility, and boss rule and political 
corruption. 

The preamble follows: 


The Democrats of Ohio reaffirm their belief in 
the equality of taxation and other public burdens; 
their advocacy of the equal rights of all people, 
with special privileges to none; their hostility to 
the monopolization of industry, with its tendency, 
on the one hand, to crush out individual enter- 
prise, and, on the other, to promote a Socialistis 
Spirit among the people as the only refuge from 
Oppression, and their faith in that theory and 
eee of constitutional government which 

ught the Nation into existence and.has pre- 
served it to the present generation. 


The subjects above mentioned are then 
taken up.

On the subject of “imperialism and ex- 
pansion” the platform says: 

Powers granted. the Federal Government were 
not meant to be used to conquer or hold in sub- 
jection the ople of other countries. * * * The 
Democratic Party opposes any extension of the 
National boundaries not meant to carry speedily 
to all inhabitants full, equal rights: with our- 
selves: If these are unfitted by location, race, 
or character to be formed into self-governing 
territories, and then incorporated into the Union 
of States, they should be permitted to work out 
their own destiny. 

Only, territorial expansion demanded by the 
Nationah welfare and the National safety is at 
any time to be favored—the objection which 
should have prevented certain of our recent ac- 
cessions being that they impéril the National 
safety without promoting the National welfare, 
* * * tend to embroil us with European powérs, 
weaken our claim to supremacy on the American 
continent, and furnish a dangerous opportunity 
and temptation for the disregard of ‘‘ the self- 
evident truth of universal application, that Gov- 
ernments derive their just power from the con- 
sent of the governed.’’ . 

Maintenance of the Monroe doctrine is 
demanded; a navy adequate to the protec- 
tion of American citizens and pre erty the 
world over; election of Senators by direct 
vote; and the right of labor to combine for 
the assertion of its rights and the protec- 
tion of its interests. It is declared that the 
burdens of the ‘‘ unjust and dfscriminating 
laws for which the Republican Party is re- 
sponsible fall chiefly on those who till the 
soil or labor at other forms of production. 
The Democratic Party pledges its efforts to 
relieve them of the burdens which class leg- 
islation has laid upon them. On the subject 
oC Republican responsibility " it’ is de- 
clared the ‘‘ Republican Party always has 
upheld class interests and cannot be trust- 
ed to deai with evils or its creation.’’ On 

boss rule,” &c., the party pledges itself 
to “rescue our Government from _ the 
grasp of selfishness and corruption and re- 
store it to its former fairness, purity, and 
simplicity.”’ 

“Widespread corruption,” the article de- 
clares, ‘‘ now threatens our free institutions 
soe menaces the destruction of public vir- 

ues. ; 

Under the caption ‘‘ The Boers,”’ the plat- 
form says: 

The obvious sympathy of the National Admin- 
istration with the British” Government in its 
effcrts to destroy the South African . republics, 
and the policy which has made the ports of the 
United States a basis of supplies for the British 
Army, without which the war could not be suc- 
cessfully carried on, are condemned by the 
Democracy of Ohlo. 

The reading of the Johnson planks on 
taxation were loudly applauded. 

W. L. Finley offered a substitute for the 
preamble, -reaffirming the Kansas City 
platform, and expressing continued confi- 
dence in W. J. Bryan. 

He said he wanted to ascertain whether 
this was a Democratic convention and 
whether the Ohio Democrats were looking 
backward. Finley’s motion was over- 
whelmingly defeated. He received only six 
voteg from the 050 delegates. When * the 
resolutions were adopted there were again 
three cheers for Tom Johnson. 


MR. BRYAN’S PICTURE TRAMPLED. 


A few moments after the platform was 
adopted one of these six delegates called 
attention to the fact that pictures of other 
Democratis were displayed in the hall and 


none of Bryan as heretofore. He started 
to carry a small banner with Bryan's pict- 
ure on it to the platform. The aisles were 
oraered cleared, but the picture did not 
reach its destination. lt was trampled un- 
der foot and spoiled during the wild demon- 
stration when Kilbourne was escorted into 
the hall. While it is generally believed 
that the marching clubs did not know they 
were walking over Lryan’s picture, yet 
there was much comment after the conven- 
tion that the picture was not treated worse 
than had been Mr. Bryan himself by the 
a ee on Resolutions and the conven- 

on. 

Members of the Committee on Resolutions 


said over one hour was spent after lust 
midnight in efforts to strike the word 
‘salable’’ out of the plank on railway 


taxation. and several hours in denouncing 
the Chicago and Kansas City platforms and 
the leader who stood on them. 

The order of nominations was then 
reached, and Col. Kilbourne was named tor 
Governor by acclamation, after John L. 
Zimmerman withdrew his name. 

For Attorney General the name of H. A. 
Mykrantz of Ashland was presented by 
L. C. Mengert; of Frank S. Monnett of 
Bucyrus by Judge Allen Smalley, and of 
M. B. McCarthy of Toledo by Negley D. 
Cochran, editor of The Toledo Bee. 

Judge W. T. Mooney made a most stir- 
ring speech in seconding the nomination 
of McCarthy. He insisted that it was not 
necessary to go outside tht party to get 
an honest man or one able to cope with 
the trusts. This was considered as a blow 
at Monnett, who had served two terms as 
Attorney General as a Republican. Just 
before the call of counties was completed 
Mykrantz withdrew his name. The ballot 
then resulted: McCarthy, 614; Monnett, 
229; Mykrantz, 107. The nomination of 
McCarthy was made unanimous. 

It ‘was currently reported that Johnson 
desired the nomination of Monnett as At- 
torncy General, and that the McLean men 
wanted Monnett defeated. The defeat of 
Monnett was so decisive as to be a feature 
of the convention. Monnett as Attorney 
General had brought suits against the 
Standard Oi! Company and other corpora- 
tions to cancel their charters under the 
anti-trust laws. He had sought a third 
term nomination from the Republicans on 
the issue that he should be retained in 
that office to continue these prosecutions: 
After his defeat for the third nomination 
in 1899, he supported Bryan in 1900 on the 
anti-trust issue and canvassed Ohio and 
other States with Bryan. 

The remainder of the ticket was nomi- 
nated and the convention adjourned at 4:45 
P. M

COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 10.—James Kil- 
bourne, Democratic candidate for Governor 
of Ohio, was born in Columbus in 1841, and 
was graduated at Kenyon before the civil 
war and from Harvard Law School after 
the wat.» He enlisted as a private and 
rose to a Colonelcy. Mr. Kilbourne is 
President of the Ohio Centennial Commit- 
tee, the Columbus Board of Trade, Public 
Library. Children's Home, Guild and Asso- 
clated Charities, a Director of banks and 
railways. Vice President of the Army of 
the Tennessee. and a member of other 
military organizations. He has never held 
public office, and was never a candidate 
until two years ago, when he was defeated 
for the Gubernatorial nomination by John 


R. McLean. He is an honorary member of 
the Columbus Trades and Labor Assembly. 
For years he was the next-door neighbor 
of the late Senator Allan G. Thurman and 
was his close counselor. 


TREAT WINS IN CAYUGA. 


Renominated for Assembtyman in Spite 
of Strong Opposition. 


AUBURN, N. Y., July 10.—At Weedsport 
to-day Assemblyman Ernest G. Treat of 
Weedsport was nominated for a third term 
by the Republican Accom Convention. 

The organization, headed by State Sen- 
ator Wilcox and State Treasurer Jaeckel, 
had decreed th Assemblyman Treat 
should _not have _a third term, and put 
forth Ernest G. Tabor of Cato as a can- 
didate. After hot fights in the primaries 
Mr. Treat, who had the backing of Con- 

ressman Sereno E. Payne, won out so 
Scointvely that he-was nominated without 
opposition to-day, his opponent seconding 
the nomination. 

Senator Wilcox and Treasurer Jaeckel 
were conspicuous by their absence from 
the convention. Charles J. Hewitt of Locke 
is the unanimous choice in the Second 
Cayuga District. J

EL. PASO, Texas, July 10.—An explosion, 
occurred in the engine room of the Kansas 
City Consolidated Smelter Company to- 
day which set fire to the building and 
caused a loss of $150,000. Thirteen men 
employed_at the works were injured, one 
fatally. The hot blast was stopped by the 
breaking of the belt. which connected it 
with the machinery. This caused the gas 
from -the: furnace*to rush back into the 
large pipes which were exploded. 
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HIS DREAM OF DEATH TRUE. 


Captain of a Barge Killed by a Loco- 
motive as His Sleeping Vision 
Foretold. 


'O. H. Gassey, Captain of a barge belong- 
ing to the Delaware ahd Hudson Coal Com- 
pany, was killed at Weehawken last night. 
On Sunday night he had a dream in which 
he imagined he was crossing the tracks 
in the Weehawken yards of the West Shore 
RaiJroad and was caught by an éngine and 
killed before he could get out of the way. 

He told of his dream the next day and re- 
marked that he was glad all dreams ‘*‘ went 
by contraries,”” as he knew he would not 
be killed. Last night as he was crossing 
the yards to his boat, which was tied at 
one of the piers, he was hit by a locomotive 
and his body cut to pieces. 


CLOUDBURST STRIKES A TOWN. 


Corbin, Mon., Reported to be Nearly 
Destroyed—Details Lacking. ~ 


HELENA, Mon., July 10.—A cloudburst is 
reported to have almost destroyed the town 
of Corbin, twenty miles south of Helena. 

No loss of life has yet been reported, but 
it is thought certain that the escape for all 
the inhabitants was impossible. Corbin is 
situated close to a line of foothills of the 
Rockies. During the night a terrific storm 
prevailed. Water rushed down the hills in 
dense volumes, and in a short time the 
large Peck concentrator was partially 
wrecked. Houses were torn from their 
foundations and reduced to débris. The 
water rose to a height of eight feet in the 
principal streets, and only the most sub- 
stantial buildings remained in position. 

Traffic on the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern Roads was stopped by wash-outs 
and communication was cut off. 

It is estimated that the loss of the con- 
centrator alone will run into the thousands. 

Residents of this eity familiar with the 
surroundings at Corbin are of the opinion 
that a loss of life must have accompanied 
the flood.

Crowds Registering - for Lottery 
Kiowa-Comanche Country. 


El, RENO, Oklahoma Territory, July 10.— 
Following out the proclamation of Presi- 
dent McKinley opening up to settlement by 
the whites the 13,000 farms in the Kiowa- 
Comanche country, the first registration of 
homeseekers was made here and at Lawton 
at 9 o'clock this morning. Hundreds were 
lined before the various registration booths 


when darkness came to-night, and to-mor- 
row and Friday the registrations will con- 
tinue until all who come shall have been 
given an opportunity to file their names. 
The drawing by lottery will begin on ee 
29, and until then none of the 50,000 appli- 
cants will know whether or not he has been 
lucky enough to receive a homestead. 

The lottery scheme robbed the opening of 
the picturesque run and the exciting times 
incident to the great opening of the Chero- 
Kee Strip ten years ago. Compared with 
that event the affair to-day was tame in 
the extreme. Although there are perhaps 
20,000 people in town, practically no disor- 
der prevailed. 

Hundreds of people slept in the streets 
last night to maintain their places in lines 
which began forming yesterday at the six 
registration booths at El Reno. Many had 
waited on the border of the new country for 
two years or more, and the last night of 
their“iong vigil was the most trying they 
had experienced. When word was passed 
dowu the line that the booth officials would 
not recognize the line organization, but 
wculd register the first persene to present 
themselves there were threats of violence 
and rioting. Trouble, however, was pre- 
vented by the early announcement that the 
line organization would be respected by the 
Govérnment officials. Applicants were ad- 
mitted to the booths four at a time and 
the filing proceeded rapidly all day. 

The second place of registration named 
in the proclamation was at Lawton, twen- 
ty-five miles overland, where similar 


scenes to those enacted at El Reno were’ 


witnessed.

PYTHIAN OFFICER ON TRIAL. 


John A. Hinsey Ordered to Show Cause 


Why He Should Not Be Expelled. 
CHICAGO, July 10.—John A. Hinsey was 
ordered to-night by \the Supreme Lodge of 
the Kxnights of Pythias to appear before 
that body and show cause why he should 
not be expelled. 


This follows as a direct result of the al- 
leged irregularities which the new man- 
agement of the Endowment Rank has found 
in the books under his twelve vears’ admin- 
istration as President of the Board ot 
Control. 

The Supreme Lodge of the Knights of 
Pythias adopted by a vote of 130 to 1 the 
report of the Supreme Chancellor, with all 
its criticisms of Mr. Hinsey’s management, 
and ordered it published as an official rec- 
ord of the condition of the endowment rank. 

Mr. Hinsey, the central figure in all the 
trouble, talked three hours before the Su- 
preme Lodge, but his explanations did not 
satisfy his judges. Congressman James E 
Watson of Indiana moved that Mr. Hinsey 
should be ordered to appear and. show 
cause why he should not be expelled from 
the Supreme Lodge. Mr. Hinsey had tried 
to forestall this action by sending in his 
resignation as a member of the Board of 
Control of the Endowment Rank. This 
resignation was laid on the table. 

Already by the unanimous vote of the 
lodge on a second reading an order has 
been made that in future no investment 
shall be made save by the written order of 
five out of the seven members of the Board 
of control of the Rank. This will be for- 
mally adopted to-morrow. and no one-man 
management will be possible in the future. 

In addition to this, a resolution is being 
cousidered to raise the rates of payments 
on insurance about 50 per cent., so that 
more funds will be provided to meet death 
claims and enough in addition to make 
gone the losses and create a surplus in the 
uture.

Filly Bought from Madden Paid for Her- 
self in Quick Order at Brighton 
Beach Track. 








Good racing, close finishes, and pleasant 
weather made a comforting combination for 
visitors to the Brighton Beach race track 
yesterday, the more comforting for the rea- 
son that the card offered was rather com- 
monplaée and the racing exceedingly cheap 
in promise. It detracted nothing from the 
satisfaction of the regular racegoers who 
made up a large part of the excellent at- 
tendance that favorites won three of the six 
events, and that well-backed horses won 
straight through the programme. The feat- 
ure of the afternoon was the contest for 
the fourth race, a handicap at one mile and 
a furlong, for which six of the nine horses 
announced to start answered the call to 
the post, with Herbert and Kamara, each 
carrying 117 pounds, the top weights, Ten 
Candles being among the number with- 
drawn. In the betting, most of the moncy 
went on ex-Jockey James McLaughlin’s 
reliable four-year-old First Whip, ridden by 
* Patsey "’ McCue, and F. R. Hitchcock's 
veteran Decanter, ridden by Burns, though 
the honest filly Kamara was among the 
horses that were best backed. 

At the fall of the flag All Gold, who has 
been trying to win a handicap since the 
season opened, went to the front and made 
the running, with Herbert second and the 
others trailing well up into the back 
stretch, where Decanter, third to that point, 
fell back and First Whip moved forward, 
Kamara holding her place in the middle of 
the crowd. On the turn out of the back 
stretch All Gold was still in the lead but 
tiring fast, while Herbert at the same point 
began to go back, First Whip in the mean- 
time moving forward. As All Gold and 
Herbert fell out of the race First Whip 
went up to first place, and for the remain- 
der of the distance held command, winning 
ridden out, though he had the race safe 
through the last furlong, with Decanter, 
who closed with his usual rush at the end, 
second by a length before Herbert, third, 
Kamara finishing fourth-and All Gold fifth. 

In the fifth race Lady Sterling, bought by 
A. L. Aste the day Before from John E. 
Madden on private terms, proved herself a 
bargain by winning at odds that made her 
pay for’herself and leAve a handsome sur- 


plus, as she started at 6 to 1 and was con- 
sistently backed by her new owner. The 
race had eight horses in it, with O’Hagen 
the post favorite and that colt’s old rival 
Honolulu the next choice. O'Hagen was 
never a factor, while Honolulu, after lead- 
ing into the stretch and until close on the 
post, was there caught by Lady Steniing, 
most admirably ridden by the light boy H. 
Michaels, Lady Sterling wearing the leader 
down gradually and winning in the last 
Stride by a head, while Honolulu beat the 
third horse, Man o’War, by two lengths. 
In the opening event Roehampton found a 
soft 2 and at odds of 3 to 1 on gal- 
loped in front from end to end, and won as 
he pleased. Ethics, who isa full brother 
to Hammie, the first horse that made 
Charies F. Dwyer a turf plunger, respond- 
ed bravely to the call on him in the second 
race, for Ethics now seems to be the only 
horse in the Dwyer barn that is capable of 
winning. He was made the favorite at a 
short price, but the stable backed him with 
great confidence, and Ethics justified it by 
coming on in the stretch and winning quite 
handily after Scurry led for nearly seven 
furlongs, Scurry beating the time-worn 
Dolande by a head fer secona money. 
Whiskey Kfng was the choice for the 
third race, five furlongs for two-year-olds, 
and that in spite of the fact that the newly 
reinstated rider Troxler had the mount.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 


The letter of your correspondent Fritz W. 
HOENINGHAUS, on the work done by the 
trial Judges during their vacations is true 
with regard to Special Term or equity 
cases, in which the Justice ‘‘ reserves de- 
cision.” But it has no application to your 
editorial, nor to the trial term parts with 
juries. As soon as a verdict is rendered by 
a jury, the Judge’s labors cease. The Spe- 
cial Term calendar is not so very much 
behindhand. 

Now, unless the Justices have been as- 
signed for Special Term business during 
the first nine months, they can have noth- 
ing to do during the vacation. If they have 
been doing a little equity or ‘pee Term 
work, the chances are that their decisions 
are filed or read now. But if they are 
taking work or papers away in their va- 
cations, it is not because they have had 
no chance to perform it before this. The 
assignments are so made that the Judge 
holding Special or Appellate Term may 
have several weeks’>freedom for necessary 
consideration, 

Speaking generally, of course, a New 
York County Judge, who has any work to 
do before the first Monday of October, has 
intentionaliy and not necessarily postponed 
doing it until hiswwacation. That is the re 
sition.

The situation is really very bad. How 
can anybody possibly help having a con- 
tempt for the administration of justice 
in this city, when he knows how it is 
practically We did not 
begin showing this matter up tntil we 
knew that the bar in general was ex- 
tremely disgusted with the way in which 
things are going. The plain fact is that 
instead of setting the example to the 
community of faithfulness and industry 
which their high places, and, we may 
add, their high salaries demand, the trial 
Judges of this department are outraging 
and scandalizing the community by their 
inefficiency, of which inefficiency it is 
only one, though a very palpable, in- 
stance, that théy take a full quarter of 
the year “ off’? when they are full two 
years’ behind their work. We wish to 
call their attention to the fact that they 
are not treating with fairness nor even 
with decency the community which has 
honored them so highly and which pays 
them so handsomely. We wish to make 
them ashamed of themselves for not do- 
ing what in them lies to secure to the 
community that speedy justice to which 
it is entitled at their hands. 

It is a very grave question. It is so 
regarded by the bar. We have reason to 
believe that it is so regarded by the 
bench, by the best, that is, among the 
trial Judges themselves, to whom our re- 
marks have been strictly limited. The 
consensus of expert opinion is that the 
trial Judges in this department do not 
“average up” to the trial Judges in 
other States, or in other parts of this 
State, in ability, in learning, in the pow- 
er to dispatch business, in any of the 
qualities, in short, which go to make a 
successful and satisfactory Judge. We 
are speaking always of the majority, 
and, to keep clear of personalities, it is 
necessary so to speak. There are doubt- 
less men on the trial bench in this de- 
partment who would do honor to any 
bench. If all the Judges were like them, 
it would not be necessary to prod them 
into attending to their business, or to re- 
proach them for not at@ending to it. A

They can show 
that, if they are not great Judges, they 
are honest men and faithful public serv- 
ants according to their lights. is the 
reverse of this showing that they make 
when for three months they turn their 
backs upon their undone work. 

It should be the business of the bar, in 
default of the bench itself, to find a 


_renvedy for such a state of things. But 


we all know the temper of the New York 


bar, and how extremely cautious its 
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members are about lending themselves to 
any criticism, even the most just, even 
the most moderate, upon a Judge, wheth- 
er “in esse”’ or even ‘in posse.”’ It has 
been said that the legal profession is the 
most cowardly of all, “ not even except-. 
ing the military.” There seems to be 
some truth in that. An individual law- 
yer will vehemently defend Judges, and 
send marked copies of his defense to 
every Judge on the bench. But lawyers 
will not put their names to their criti- 
cisms. It is inconceivable that the rec- 
ommendations of the Bar Association, re- 
specting candidacies for Judgeships, 
should not have weight with the “ nomi- 
nating power,” even under the wretched 
system under which we are living, if it 
were fairly unanimous and obviously dis- 


interested. Within living memory, and’ 


even here in New York, the bar virtually 
dictated judicial nominations, and ac- 
ceptable Judges were renominated by 
both parties. There are communities in 
which that is still the case. Why is it 
not so here and now? Why are the rec- 
ommendations and the discommenda- 
tions not forthcoming? To answer that 
question would lead us far. But it may 
be suggested that the answer might be 
summed up in the statement that the 
legal profession, more or less in this 
country, and very much in this city, has 
ceased to be a profession and become a 
trade. 





THE PRACTICABLE IN TUNNEL IM- 


PROVEMENT. 


If the officers of the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad Company 
can be taken at their word, they are 
wholly incapable of intelligently adminis- 
tering the affairs of a great public cor- 
poration. They have declared that “it is 
simply impossible for the company to do 
anything to abate the nuisance of the 
Park Avenue tunnel as it now exists.” 
They further tell us that some of the 
greatest engineering minds of the coun- 
try have been concentrated on the sub- 
ject for a long time, and that thus far 
there has been found no ground for hope 
that the patrons of the road will ever 
have relief from the heat, smoke, and 
gases which now make a trip through 
the tunnel an experience to be dreaded. 
This is nonsense, from first to last. 
Every problem involved in electrically 
handling the traffic of the tunnel was 
solved long ago, and would now be con- 
sidered too elementary for serious dis- 
cussion by electrical engineers. There are 
probably a dozen offices in which every 
detail of a perfectly satisfactory elec- 
installation could be worked out 
without requiring any change of organ- 
ization.~There is not a plece of apparatus 
or a ton of material needed which js not 
standard, or which the shops furnishing 
electrical equipments could not supply 
without making a new drawing or fram- 
ing a new pattern. Every requisite for a 
complete electrical installation could be 
purchased complete and put in place 
within six months of giving the order, 
unless it should happen that the shops 
were temporarily congested with work of 
like character for more enterprising cus- 
tomers. 

The plea that the movement of trains 
between the Grand Central Station and 
Mott Haven by electricity is impractica- 
ble because of the time which would be 
lost in changing motors in the open is 
one for which no competent railroad 
manager should be willing to make him- 
self responsible. Such a change, when 
necessary, might be made in much less 
time than could be saved in the tunnel 
transit, which is now relatively slow, for 
the reason that the evolution of asphyx- 
jating gases by a locomotive is propor- 
tionate to the speed at which it is run. 
To make the passage of the tunnel with 
locomotives as quickly as would be easily 
possible with electrical motors would 
literally suffocate the trainmen and pas- 
sengers. The time consumed in the tun- 
nel could easily be reduced one-half. 
Trains could be safely run by electricity 
at a speed of forty miles an hour, on one 
minute headway. 


trical 


That 550 trains, more or less, daily pass 
through the’tunnel is perfectly true, An 
analysis of time tables, however, will 
show that more than 90 per cent. of these 
are strictly local trains, which need not 
change motors between their termini if 
electrically propelled. The areas of eco- 
nomical electrical transmission for power 
purposes are steadily widening. No com- 
petent engineer would hesitate a moment 
to install a plant which would move 
trains sixty miles or even one hundred 
miles along as many divergent railroads 
as use the Grand Central Station. The 
present limits of local traffic are well 
within sixty miles up the Hudson River 
and along the Sound. If the through 
trains were required to change their mo- 
tive nower at convenient points outside 
of New York the delay need not add a 
fraction of a minute to the running time 
between Forty-second Street and Hudson 
or New Haven. 

The change possible in the tunnel as 
the result of excluding locomotives would 
be as great as that which converted the 
old Fourth Avenue tunnel from Thirty- 
second to Forty-first Street from a black, 
noisome hole in the ground to its present 
perfectly satisfactory condition. Sum- 
mer or Winter, it is a pleasure to ride 
through this tunnel in the surface cars, 
If the upper tunnel was not befouled by 
locomotive smoke and gases it could be 
made white and clean, and would be the 
most agreeable part of the journey be- 
tween New York and its northern and 
eastern suburbs. 

The only good reason the managers of 
the New York Central and Hudson River 
Railroad can offer for their present atti- 
tude is that they do not care to spend on 
improvements the money needed for an 
electrical installation to handle their sub- 
urban traffic, If they would say 30 they 
would be perfectly understood, and their 
honesty, if not their judgment, would 
command respect, It wil] be remembered 
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that when Mr. Depew was President, he 
stated with entire apparent seriousness 
that the locomotive never had been and 
never would be built, capable of hauling 
a modern passenger train and heating it 
with steam from its boiler, It will also 
be remembered that before, during, and 
since Mr. Deprw’s official connection 
with the road, its policy has been one of 
dogged resistance to every improvement 
involving the substitution of good equip- 
ment for bad and good methods for poor 
ones. To pursue this policy in silence 
would be more dignified and less danger- 
ous than to seek to make it plausible by 
confessions of impotence. To say ‘* We 
would if we could, but we cannot,” sim- 
ply makes the management ridiculous,

DISCOURAGING LYNCH LAW IN 
ALABAMA. 

The convention to revise the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, which has been sitting 
in Montgomery, has given the Nation an 
agreeable surprise by adopting an article 
relative to the duties of the Executive 


which, among other things, provides that 
when a Sheriff allows a prisoner to be 


taken from his custody and lynched, the 
Governor shall immediately institute im- 
peaghment proceedings against such offi- 
cer and suspend him from duty pending 
the trial of the charges. 

This action on the part of the Alabama 
Convention will be regarded with cordial 
approyal by thinking people both North 
and South. The only argument in favor 
of lynching a negro even for the crime 
for which he oftenest suffers is the ar- 
gumentum ad hominem. To this there is 
but one wise answer, and that was given 
by the Rev. A. J. McKeLWay some time 
ago in The Presbyterian Standard, when 
in reply to an insistegt demand of a 
Southern Methodist clergyman as to 
what he would do if a negro should as- 
sault his wife or sister or daughter, he 
said: “I would try to kill him, but my 
neighbors ought not to let me do it.” 
This is the whole matter in a few words. 
It is neither unnatural nor surprising 
that the man who is, or believes him- 
self to be, wronged in this way should 
want to take the law in his own hands 
and execute summary vengeance upon 
the brutal wrongdoer. Society, however, 
has rights which are paramount to those 
of the individual! Among other things, 
it is justified in demanding that an or- 
derly and proper procedure shall attend 
the administration of justice, that the 
miscreant shall be found guilty of the 
crime charged before he is punished, and 
that in no instance shall the horrible in- 
justice be perpetrated of murdering an 
innocent negro.to gratify the passions of 
an infuriated mob. When a white man 
wants to do this his neighbors should 
restrain him. His judgment is by no 
me: ns infallible at any time, and least 
so when he is maddened by a sense of 
unspeakable wrong. It is generally con- 
ceded that a great many innocent ne- 
groes have been destroyed by mobs un- 
der a misapprehension. No right-think- 
ing man would for a moment deny that 
such a crime is as great an outrage as 
that which it is intended to discourage. 

The action of the Alabama Convention 
is a step in the right direction. Lynch- 
ings have become much too easy in the 
South, and equally so in parts of the 
North. They partake too much of the 
character of a coon hunt or other popu- 
lar diversion. To hang a “ nigger,” or, in 
an aggravated case, to kill him with tort- 
ure, gratifies a certain brutal instinct 
which does not find the dog fight or its 
equivalent pastime sufficiently exciting 
quite to satisfy the craving for blood. A 
good deal less than proof of guilt is suf- 
ficient in most cases, and in some a mere 
suspicion answers. It is impossible for 
the negroes to gain a respect for the law 
when lawlessness takes its place with 
enthusiastic approval. In the judgment 
of those best qualified to judge, the inev- 
itable result of popular: toleration of 
lynchings will be the outbreak of race 
riots in the South. The best peo- 
ple of the South are undoubtedly 
opposed to lynching. It has  brutal- 
ized those engaged in it, and has 
tended to destroy the respect for the law 
without which civilization is impossible, 
Moreover, it has not had the effect 
sought and which alone could excuse it. 
The plan which the statutes provide 
should at least be given a fair trial, and 
in Alabama it is likely to be if the Sher- 
iff who lets a mob take away his pris- 
oner and kill him is sure of impeachment 
and official disgrace. If the orderly plan 
of procedure does not work at least as 
well as the present one, it will be time to 
try another.

THE SUPPRESSION OF YELLOW 
FEVER. 

The Kansas corn crop is destroyed, of 
course—all burned up by hot winds and 
blazing suns; and it is now known that 
there will be no rain in the corn beit 
until Christmas. It is shameless and 
mendacious to pretend that the steel 
strike can be settled or that the Atchi- 
son cut rate ¢ircular will be withdrawn. 
These black clouds must grow blacker 
until business paralysis ensues. Gold 
will go out, ice is going to be scarce and 
dear, there isn’t money enough to move 
the crops; but that doesn’t matter, for 
there will be no crops to move. The 
weevil has destroyed the muskmelons, 
and our latest mail advices from the 
Maryland terrapin beds are gloomy in 
the extreme. 

No stock market could long stand up 
against such an accumulation of horrors, 
Within a week West Shore bonds ought 
to sell around 7, Sugar Trust below 10, 
and St. Paul, say, at 17. In the state of 
mind that has prevailed in the financial 
district since the fatal May 9 these pre- 
dictions probably err on the side of buoy- 
ant optimism. 

But we take pleasure in projecting a 
solitary ray of hope across the blackened 
and desolate field of investment and 
speculation. There has been no death 
trom yellow fever in Havana since March 
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16. In the month of June there was not 
a case of the disease, a thing that has 
not been reported before since 1781—one 
hundred and twenty years ago. Santiago 
is free from the disease. It has not been 
free from it before for 300 years. 

Yellow fever usually comes to us from 
Havana. Whenever it effects a lodgment 
in the Southern States business is always 
seriously interfered with all over the 
South and in many cities and towns it is. 
practically suspended—sometimes as a 
result of the shotgun quarantine. The 
whole country feels the consequent loss 
and injury to trade. New York is the 
worst sufferer. It is a low estimate to 
say that a visitation of yellow fever costs 
the country $100,000,000. A limited and 
comparatively brief interference with our 
vast inter-State trade easily involves the 
loss of that sum; and if the epidemic is 
severe and prolonged it is much greater. 

Now it is highly improbable that we 
shall have any yellow fever this year-— 
more improbable than in any year for a 
century or so, This is one of the results 
of the joint despotism of WILLIAM Mc- 
KINLEY and LEONARD Woop over the 
Island of Cuba—whose people are and by 
right ought to be free to have all the 
yellow fever they want, according to the 
anti-imperialists. But that is another 
question and aliunde. Our present pur- 
pose is to gloat over the hundred million 
dollars we are going to save by not hav- 
ing yellow fever this year. It is a better 
human philosophy and more sensible to 
exult ‘over that than to cultivate the 
hair-standing habit by poring over strike 
news and cut-rate circulars. 


TOPICS 


OF THE TIMES. 

——Attention is called by one of the Eng- 
lish trade papers to a new and peculiar 
trouble among the cotton operatives in 
Lancashire, a result of the shorter working 
day which the labor unions of the district 
have succeeded in establishing. A system 
of overdriving is said to be growing up, and 
according to the reports of the labor lead- 
ers it is fast becoming intolerable. The 
foremen, or ‘ overlookers,"’ receive a per- 
centage on the earnings of the weavers 
under their control, and it is asserted that 
these overlookers go around the mills with 
a slate to note what each weaver has 
earned, and put in a conspicuous place on 
pay day the amount each operative has 
earned on the looms. Opposite the names 
of those earning under the average, it is 
stated, a cross in red ink or a ring round 
the amount earned is placed, this being a 
warning that unless the average is kept 
up the weaver will lose his or her place. 
It is affirmed that this driving system has 
involved such a strain as to make the lives 
of many factory workers miserable, and 
various meetings have been held, at which 
the practice has been condemned, and a 
strike at the mills where it prevails is 
talked of. The employers assert that the 
complaints are exaggerated. They say that 
the “ speeding "’ of machinery has been the 
inevitable outcome of the reduction of the 
hours of labor, and that competition com- 
pels them to secure weight of production 
in a given time. Somewhat similar com- 
plaints can be heard in this country by 
those who will question our skilled mechan- 
ics. A carpenter, for instance, said, the 
other day, that the supervision of thé men 
in his trade is now vastly more rigorous 
than it used to be, and any relaxation of 
activity in working hours is instantly no- 
ticed and reprehended by the bosses, who 
make every effort to prevent the shorten- 
ing of the day from increasing the ex- 
penses of production. As a consequence 
the added hours of leisure are gained at 
the cost of a weariness equal to, if not 
greater than, that which followed the long 
day's work of other times. These, of 
course, are effects to be expected in a pe- 
riod of trensition, and may pass away 
in time, but they have made some me- 
chanics doubt if the change for which they 
have fought so hard and long is yet a real 
advantage to them. 





——With an inaccuracy somewhat sur- 
prising in a journal of its class, The Elec- 
trical World and Engineer speaks of a 
“universal” admission that electric trac- 
tion is feasible in tunnels, and does it, too, 
in the course of some remarks upon a tun- 
nel the owners of which have repeatedly 
said that, whatever electricity may do else- 
where, it is of no possible use to them. And 
the technical expert also refers to ‘ public 
expressions of wonder” at the New York 
Central's failure to mitigate or end the tor- 
tures of its patrons. The expressions heard 
by us were not those of ‘ wonder,” but of 
emotions entirely différent—of maddened 
rage, usually. However, our scientific 
neighbor is all right when it gets down to 
the main point, for then it says: ‘ Assured- 
ly the accumulating evidence is now suffi- 
elent to prove to the Central management 
that they can drop their steam locomotives 
at Mott Haven and come over the bridge, 
through the city tunnels, employing elec- 
tric locomotives, with ease, sutcess, and 
economy. The change should, indeed, be 
made at once, and the plea abandoned that 
they are awaiting the development of a 
satisfactory motor—a ‘reason,’ besides, 
worn bare by ‘ Uncle’ RUSSELL SAGE in the 
service of the Manhattan.” The Electrical 
World and Engineer regards it as strange 
that there are no audible complaints about 
the Jersey tunnels, passage through which, 
it declares, is as unpleasant as that through 
the tunnel north of the Grand Central Sta- 
tion, and the inference it draws from the 
silence is that people who put up with the 
average ferryboat and its perils will put up 
with anything. The phenomenon is inter- 
esting, but it is well to stick to one thing at 
a time. What happens in Jersey is a little 
out of the ordinary course of nature, any- 
way, and it is rarely profitable to inquire 
into differences between that State and this 
one. A long pull, a strong pull, and a pull 
all together is required to awaken the con- 
science—or fears—of the New York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad, and until that 
awakening is effected we will let the Jer- 
seymen endure or remedy their tunnel] 
troubles as they please. 





——In an address recently delivered before 
the American ,Geographical Society and 
now published in pamphlet form, Mr. 
GrorGE F. Becker presents with pictur- 
esqueness and force the facts observed and 
the conclusions reached by him in the 
course of fourteen months spent in the 
Philippines. He says that it is useless to 
talk about giving up the islands, since we 
could not relinquish them if we would, the 
reason being, in colloquial phrase, that 
“we are not built that way.’’ According to 
Mr. BECKER, the manner in which the 
Philippines were acquired appeals to the 
American imagination, the opposition of 
the natives has aroused the doggedness of 
our race, and the task of developing the 
resources of the archipelago is attractive 
to a nation descended from pioneers. The 
unexpected prolongation of native resist- 
ance, he says, should not have surprised 
any one, since wars almost invariably ex- 
ceed their anticipated length, According to 
Mr. BECKER, the American anti-imperial- 
ists, despite their lack of influence at home, 


‘had much power in the Philippines, and un- 


questionably perpetuated the : insurrection 
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beyond its natural term, the reason being 
that the natives, entirely unaccustomed to 
free speech, saw in the unrestrained oppo- 
sition here to the party in power a conclu- 
sive proof that the Administration was un- 
able to suppress the attacks, and was on 
the verge of collapse, ‘‘ The anti-imperial- 
istic agitation,” adds Mr. BECKER, “ has 
been hard on the American soldier, and 
harder still on the Filipino; but it has had 
its peculiar advantages, for it has enabled 
a number of gentlemen to demonstrate to 
their own satisfaction how much holier 
they are than their fellow-citizens. They 
have built about themselves shrines of 
skulls.’"” Mr, BEcKER’s conclusion is an 
earnest appeal that merit only shall govern 
the making of appointments to official po- 
sitions in the Philippines. Upon the estab- 
lishment in the islands of a competent and 
honest civil service depends their prosper- 
ity and the vindication of our right to rule 
them. Thieves at home are bad enough, 
but in our dependencies, says Mr. BECKER, 
they are infinitely worse, and he illustrates 
his meaning by the declaration that “all 
the millions stolen by the Tweed ring are 
of trifling importance compared with the 
few score thousands shamefully peculated 
in Cuba by officials of the Post Office De- 
partment.”’ 





——What seems to have amounted almost 
to a general and eager desire not only to 
use, but to pay for, the Spate chairs was 
manifested yesterday. At any rate, willing 
renters of the so recently abhorred seats 
were numerous, and they enjoy their ease 
unmolested by the vehement defenders of 
public rights who have made themselves so 
conspicuous during the past few days. This, 
coming immediately after Commissioner 
CLAUSEN’sS surrender and his promise to 
abrogate the obnoxious contract, illus- 
trates the queer contrariness of human nat- 
ure, or else it proves that there was a good 
deal of artificiality in the late excitement. 
It is safe to assume that a considerable 
majority of the city’s inhabitants disliked 
the introduction of paid chairs in the parks, 
but it was a very small and unrepresenta- 
tive fraction that ‘took part in the riots for 
which the chairs were the excuse, and it is 
quite certain that New York as a whole is 
humiliated and angry that the final dispo- 
sition of the matter was made under press- 
ure exerted by a lot of hoodlums. The sup- 
pression of the shameful disorder should 
have preceded the withdrawal of the privi- 
lege so unwisely granted. Injudicious as 
Mr. CLAUSEN’S innovation was, he is a duly 
constituted authority, and his action should 
have been subjected to other review than 
that of a mob. But the police failed him 
utterly, and incited rather than prevented 
violence, and as the situation was unen- 
durable as well as humiliating, the Com- 
missioner can hardly be blamed for ending 
it in the quickest way possible. 


LABOR ARGUES FOR LAWLESSNESS 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A very temperate letter signed “L. E. 
M."’ appeared in to-dayTIMEs relative to 
the National Guard-labor question, defend- 
ing the position taken by the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ Association, mainly on the 
ground that corporations are constant law 
breakers. 

Admitting the worst that is charged 
against corporations, can your. corres- 
pondent or any other reasoning man follow 
the argument to its bald logical conclusion 
and not be frightened by it? 

Any employer of labor has the same 
right to refuse that labor has to demand, 
and the laborer who replaces a striker is 
as clearly within his rights. The employer 
asserts his rights—the new employe asserts 
his. 

The strikers or their friends appeal to 
violence—the State, for whatever cause, 
fails to interfere. What next? The right 
of self-defense is inherent, and if the 
State fails to restrain the aggressors it is 
fairly certain that the employer and the 
new employe will not calmly submit. 

There you have it—the dullest imagina- 
tion can draw the picture—free fights, here, 
there, and everywhere, and all the time. 

No matter who wins in any particular 
case, order, law, and respect for law’ are 
things of the past. If my business com- 

etitor is crowding me I threaten him, and 

f that fails of results, I club him, and, if 
need be, kill him. It is a beautiful picture 
of an ideal state, in which every man gets 
his rights—if he is strong enough; of a 
return to the good old days of our primeval 
ancestors, when right and might were 
synonomous terms. E 

Is it not plain enough? How can think- 
ing men conceive that any good can come 
of emasculating the law and taking from 
it,its power to compel order? Could gov- 
ernment exist for one moment with such 
terms as labor now tries to make? Or 
does it think that on it alone is to be con- 
ferred the power to assert its will by what- 
ever means it sees fit to employ? 

Corporations are grievous offenders, and 
means must be found to bring them to 
terms, but the idea underlying the new by- 
law of the Amalgamated Association of 
Sheet Metal Workers cuts the ground from 
under the whole governmental structure, 
and if worked out in practice to the full, 
would transform us into a community of 
savages, and ultimately, no doubt, into 
the slaves of a despot. 

It is inconceivable. We are not fools 
even though we pass such resolutions. We 
simply have our periods of folly, as wise 
men ever have had them, and doubtless 
ever will have them.

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TURKEY AT LAST PAYS 
UNITED STATES CLAIM 


State Department Receives Drafts 
for $95,000. 








Officials at Washington Gratified—The 
Demands Have Been Pending for 
Over Ten Years. 





WASHINGTON, July 10.—The State De- 
partment has received the amount of the 
American indemnity claim against Turkey— 
$05,000—through the American Legation at 
Constantinople. 

The money was paid by the Tutkish Gov- 
ernment to Mr. Leishman, the United 
States Minister at Constantinople. It was 
placed by him in the Ottoman Imperial 
Bank, and drafts were remitted for the 
amount. These drafts have just reached 
Washington. 

As is usually the case, the claims in the 
aggregate considerably exceed the amount 
of the indemnity actually paid, but the 
United States Government has expressed 
itself satisfied with the payment. It as- 
sumes full responsibility for the distribu- 
tion, the Turkish Government paying down 
a lump sum, and leaving it to the State 
Department to distribute this among the 
claimants at its discretion and after its 
own fashion. It is stated that as soon as 
the department officials can prepare their 
list, they will communicate directly with 
the claimants. f 

The claims are principally based upon 
losses suffered by American missionary 
and educational institutions in Turkey, 
notably those at Harput and Marash, but 
there are a number of individual claims, 
such, for instance, as that of the family of 
the unfortunate bicyclist Lenz, the Pitts- 
burg man, who was killed by Turkish sol- 
diers while attempting to go around the 
globe on his wheel. 

The State Department officials feel the 


greatest satisfaction at the settlement of 
the claims. Secretary Hay had been told by 
diplomats skilled in the ways of Oriental 
diplomacy, that he never would be able to 
collect them. Not only was there extreme 
difficulty in bringing any pressure to bear 
on Turkey, but the United States had to 
contend with the jealousy of the great Eu- 
ropean powers, most of whom have claims 
against Turkey vastly larger in amount 
than America’s, and the total of which is 
beyond the ability of the Turkish Govern- 
ment to meet. 

For more than a decade the American 
claims have been pending. Minister Terrell 
first presented them, Dr. Angell went over 
to collect them, expecting to be so engaged 
only a short time, but he returned unsuc- 
cessful after several years in Constanti- 
nople. Then Minister Straus took them up, 
and when he resigned he passed them along 
to Mr. Griscom. The last-named only re- 
cently committed his charge to Mr. Leish- 
man, and while to Mr. Leishman belongs 
the credit of actually collecting the money, 
it is said at the State Department that 
each and every one of the officials named 
has contributed valuable services toward 
the final settlement. 


PORTO RICO TARIFF DUTIES. 


Secretary Gage Asks Attorney General 
About Right to Refund. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—In view of the 
importance of the questions involved, the 
Secretary of the Treasury has requested 
of the Attorney General an opinion as to 
whether he has a right to refund to im- 
porters the amounts of duties collected on 
merchandise brought into this country from 
Porto Rico between the date of the rati- 
fication of the Treaty of Paris and the 
date of the approval of the Foraker act, 
and if so under what authority and from 
what appropriation. 

On Monday Robert J. Tracewell, Control- 
ler of the Treasury, wrote an opinion to 
the effect that eee Gage has author- 
ity under the law to refund to Lascelles & 
Co. of New York the duties paid by them 
between the date the treaty of Paris took 
effect and the date of the approval of the 
Foraker act. 

The duties so paid amounted to more than 
$470,000. This decision was based on the 


recent insular decisions of the Supreme 
Court. 


GOV. ALLEN HAS NOT RESIGNED.

NORTH ATLANTIC SQUADRON. 


Vessels Will Not Visit Boston on Com- 
pletion of Manoeuvres at Nantucket, 


NANTUCKET, Mass., July 10.—Admiral 
Higginson, on board his flagship, the Kear- 
Sarge, announced to-day that the North 
Atlantic Squadron, now in Nantucket 
waters, will not visit Boston upon the end- 
ing of the squadron’s movements. There 
was nothing of moment about the battle- 


ships to-day, and Admiral Higginson came 
ashore and made an extended sightseeing 
tour about town. . 

The marines are enjoyin their land 
movements, and were enthusiastic over the 
full-dress parade on Coateu Island. Music 
was furnished by the band from the Kear- 
sarge. Nantucket is now in telephonic 
communication with the flagship, Admiral 
Higginson having had a small cable laid 
from the Kearsarge to the camp on shore. 


BELLEVUE HOSPITAL TOO OLD. 


State Board of Charities Urge Erection 
of New Building and Higher Sal- 
aries for the Staff. 


ALBANY, July 10.—The State Board of 
Charities, at a meeting held in this city 
to-day, adopted a resolution calling upon 
the City of New York to erect a new and 
modern hospital to take the place of Belle- 
vue Hospital, and also that the salaries of 


the staff be so increased as to secure com- 
petent and satisfactory employes. 

The resolution adopted as is follows: 

Whereas, The State. Board of Charities, having 
in view the fact that the demands upon Belle- 
vue Hospital are greater than upon any other 
hospital in the country, and its frequent and 
thorough inspection having convinced the board 
that the main buildings of the said hospital 
are too old and ill-adapted to their purposes to 
be sufficient to meet the proper demands of 
the service, and being also convinced that the 
only remedy for present conditions is in a 
new hospital, it is, therefore, 

Resolved, That the authorities of the City of 
New York are hereby urged to consider favor- 
ably the subject of the erection of a new and 
modern hospital to take the place of Bellevue 
as soon as possible. It is further 

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this board, 
the compensation of attendants and other em- 

loyes in Bellevue Hospital should be reasona- 
Bly increased, so as to secure the services of 
competent and satisfactory employes, and that 
suitable provision should also be made for their 
care in order that the services of such compe- 
tent and satisfactory help may be retained.’ 


BIDS FOR ASPHALT PAVING. 


$5.63 a Square Yard Charged for 
Asphalting Broadway Above Canal. 


The work of tabulating the bids for as- 
phalt paving which were opened on Tues- 
day was completed at the Department of 
Highways yesterday. It was found that 
the price of $5.63 a square yard for the 
cortragt for asphalting Broadway from Ca- 
nal to Fourteenth Street was about $2 a 


square yard higher than the price for which 
the companies offer_to do work in other 
arts of the city. The high price for the 
roadway contract was explained by Com- 
missioner Keating to be due to the ten 
ears’ maintenance clause, which compels 
he/ asphalt company getting the contract 
to file a bond to keep the street in repair 
for ten years. The fact: that heavy trucks 
use this thoroughfare is the explanation for 


the high price.

The Board of Public Improvements gave 
a hearing yesterday on the plan to restore 
Fraunces’s Tavern to its original size and 
appearance and maintain it as @ museum 
for Revolutionary relics. The building 
stands at the southwest corner of Broad 
and Pearl Streets. There were fifteen wo- 
men from the Society for the Preservation 
of Scenic and Historic places present to 
favor the plan. Mrs. E. L. Boaz urged 
that the building, which was made famous 
as the place where Gen. Washington bade 
farewell to his Generals should be pre- 


served. Everett P. Wheeler explained the 
educational advantages that would accrue 
to the city. 

When President Holahan asked if there 
was any opposition to the plan, Benjamin 
F. Valentine said that the business men 
felt that the establishment of a park would 
bentfit the business and real estate inter- 
ests of the community. He said the city 
should take the whole block instead of the 
small portion as suggested in the gresent 
plan. resident Holaban said: 

*“‘I promise you that if the financial con- 
dition of the city warrants I will do all I 
ean to carry the project through.”’ 

There were cheers and handclapping at 
this announcement. The fact that nearly 
all the members of the Board of Puhlic 
Improvement were represented by deput®s 
at the meeting prevented a vote being 
taken approving the plans for the park.

SIGNS ON STREET CORNERS. 


Mr. Whalen Says Property Owners Can 
not Be Compelled to Provide Them.

Corporation Counsel Whalen wrote to Al- 
derman Goodman yesterday in relation to 
the legal authority the city possesses to 
enforce an ordinance compelling property 
owners on street corners to place signs on 
buildings. Corporation Counsel Whalen 
writes: 

“No statutory authority can be found 
imposing upon the owners or occupants of 
corner lots the obligation of placing signs 
on their buildings indicating the names of 
the streets or avenues on which they abut; 
nor do I think that such a power can be 
necessarily implied. The exposing of such 
signs would not be for the exclusive bene- 
fit of those who would be compelled to 
bear the expense of placing them on their 
buildings, but would be for the convenience 
of the entire community, and I fail to see 
why the owners of corner lots should be 
subject to a burden which confers no bene- 
fit on them which is not shared in by the 
entire public at large. At all events, as 
the authorities hold, if there is any doubt 
as to the existence of such a power it 
should be resolved against the municipali- 
ty. This disposes of your first and second 
questions. As to the third, I do not believe 
signs can be attached or affixed to the 
houses of abutting owners without their 
consent. 

“‘In conclusion I. beg to advise you that I 
do not see how the proposed work of your 
board can be carried into effect unless an 
appropriation exists out of which its ex- 
penses can be defrayed. The Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment is the proper 
body to make such an appropriation, and I 
suggest, if the Commissioner of Highways 
has no appropriation to pay for the pro- 
posed street signs, that you bring the mat- 
ter to the attention of that board.’ 


MACHINISTS’ STRIKE FAILING. 


Men Reported to be Returning to Work 
in Several Cities. 


All attempts at settling the strike of the 
machinists were abandoned yesterday by 
R. M. Easley, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Civic Federation, who has been in 
New York for the last two or three days 
trying to bring about arbitration between 
the strikers and the National Metal Trades 
Association. Mr. Easley has now left the 
city, and before he went away expressed 
his regret that the strike could not be arbi- 
trated. 

Bulletins were received yesterday at the 
headquarters of the National Metal Trades 
Association from different business cen- 
tres throughout the country stating that 
the strike was breaking up. It was stated 
that the men who struck at the Dickson 


Manufacturing Company’s locomotive works 
in Scranton were going back to work with- 
out concessions of any kind. In Seneca 
Falls, N. Y., 300 strikers had returned to 
work and the strike was. reported to be 
broken at the’ works of the Newburg Ice 
Machine and Engine Company, Newburg, 
where the strikers were applying for re- 
instatement on the old conditions. 

It was also reported that 130 machinists 
had gone baek to work in another business 
eentre and that the rest were holding meet- 
ings to consider the question of giving up 
the strike. The following statement was 
made yesterday by Henry F. Devens, Sec- 


j retary of the National Metal Trades As- 


sociation: 

‘“‘ Arbitration will not be considered now 
= the employers. It is too late. The em- 
ployers are getting all the men they want, 
and in many of the cities the strikers ad- 
mit that the strike was a mistake. The 
machinists’ National organization had one 
of the best agreements that any National 
union ever had with an organization of em- 
ployers, and threw away its advantages by 
going on strike. The strike can only end 
one way—by breaking up. and there will be 
little left of it by Saturday.”

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BRITISH BOILER TEST 


Cruiser Using Belleville Boilers 
Loses Race to Gibraltar. 








Vessel Equipped With the Scotch Type 
Beats Her—The Trial Not 
Yet Ended.

* 
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GIBRALTAR, July 10.—The British cruiser 
Minerva, which, with the British cruiser 
Hyacinth, a sister ship, sailed from Devon- 
port on July 6 for the purpose of putting 
the respective merits of the Belleville and 
Scotch boilers to a final, decisive test, ~ar- 
rived here this afternoon. 

The Minerva (which has Scotch boilers, 
the Hyacinth having Belleville boilers) could 
have reached here several hours earlier, but 
remained cruising off East Rock. 

The Hyacinth was sighted from here at 6 
o'clock this evening. 





The test of the Belleville and Scotch boil- 
ers engaged in by the Minerva and Hya- 
cinth is not yet completed. The vessels were 
not only to race to Gibraltar, but to cruise 
there for a specified time, then clean their 
boilers and race back to England, Each 
vessel has members of the British Govern- 
ment Boiler Commission on board. 

This test of the comparative merits of the 
two types of boiler is the result of the_re- 
cent attacks on the Belleville boiler in Par- 
liament and in the British papers. The 
Belleville boiler has been used in nearly all 
the British warships built since 1896, and is 
used in the new royal yacht. Many of the 
recent warships built for other European 
powers, eopectally France, are also fitted 
with the Belleville boilers. 

The Hyacinth was the favorite before the 
test began on July 6. Both the Hyacinth 
and Minerva are second-class cruisers of 
5.600 tons displacement, 350 feet long, of 
63 feet beam, and drawing 20 feet 6 inches 
of water. 

The Belleville boiler is not used in any of 
the United States warships, though another 
type of water-tube boiler is used on the 
newer vessels. The ships bought at the 
time of the war with Spain had boilers of 
the old pattern. 


BRITISH NAVAL MANOEUVRES. 


One Hundred and Sixty-nine Vessels to 
Contend for the Command of the 
English Channel. 


LONDON, July 11.—The Admiralty issued 
instructions last evening for 169 vessels of 
the navy to engage in manoeuvres, begin- 
ning July 29. 

During these manoeuvres the two main 
fleets: of the participating vessels will con- 
tend for the command of the English Chan- 
nel. 


THE PROPOSED MATCH DEAL. 


If It ts Consummated Americans Will 
Control Bryant & May, the 
British Company. 


LONDON, July 11.—The Daily Mail says: 

“If the Bryant & May stockholders ap- 
prceve the agreement made to acquire the 
business of the Diamond Match Company 
of Liverpool for £480,000, to be provided by 
a new issue of Bryant & May shares, the 
Diamond Match Company will be absorbing 
Bryant & May, as the American company, 
accepting Bryant & May shares as a pur- 
chase price, will then hold a controlling 
and voting power in Bryant & May. 


BRITISH BANKER ALARMED. 


Says Transfer of Securities to America 
is Continuing on an Ever- 
Increasing Scale. 


LONDON, July 11.—At the semi-annual 
meeting of the Union Bank yesterday, the 
Governor, Mr. Schuster, in the customary 
review of the monetary position, remarked 


that he could not pretend to view the ever- 
growing excess of British imports over ex- 
ports with equanimity. The transfer of se- 
curities from this side of the Atlantic to the 
other had continued on an ever-increasing 
scale, and British indebtedness to the 
United States for produce had apparently 
been settled by the transfer there of se- 
curities. 

This movement, said Mr. Schuster, could 
not continue indefinitely, and its ultimate 
{influence on the London money market 
must be very considerable. 


MOSCOW BANKS IN TROUBLE. 


Failure of Two Well-Known Concerns 
Expected—Many Firms Threatened. 


LONDON, July 10.—Mail advices received 
here from Moscow report that two well- 
known banks are in the last extremities, 


their paper being quoted at a third of its 
nominal value. The advices also say that 
the failure of these banks will certainly re- 
sult in the ruin of many commercial houses. 
There is a general belief that a number of 
shaky concerns are sure to collapse.

Enthusiastic Crowds in and Outside the 
Guildhall Indorse the Govern- 
ment’s War Policy. 


LONDON, July 11.—A meeting was held 
in the Guildhall yesterday afternoon in sup- 
port of the Government’s war policy. _It 
was a great success from the “ jingo”’ point 
of view. The idea originated on the Stock 
Exchange, and was intended as an offset 
to the recent ‘pro-Boer gathering at Queen's 
Hall. 

The Lord Mayor, Alderman Frank Green, 
and other city magnates did their utmost to 
assure the success of the meeting, and the 
result was that the Great Hall of the 
Guildhall, having a capacity of 4,000 per- 
sons, did not suffice to contain the crowd. 
An overflow meeting outside was necessi- 
tated, and the pro-war enthusiasts in the 
street made a demonstration of an even 
more pronounced character than that of 


the stock brokers within. Patriotic songs 
broke out at intervals, both within and 
without the building. The British Generals 
were cheered, and the names of Henry 
Labouchere and other Boer sympathizers 
were hissed and hooted. The Stock Ex- 
change was practically deserted on account 
of the meeting, the brokers marching in 
procession to the Guildhall, waving flags 
and singing ‘‘ Soldiers of the King.” 

The Lord Mayor presided, surrounded by 
Conservative members of the House of 
Commons, bankers, and others. 

A resolution expressing complete confi- 
dence in the South African policy of the 
Government and protesting against the un- 
patriotic attacks of the Opposition was 
adopted in the midst of wild scenes of en- 
thusiasm. 


BRITISH ARMY INNOVATION. 


Recruits Not to Practice Sword, Lance, 
and Bayonet Exercises—To Confine 
Themselves to the Rifle. 


LONDON. July 11.—Lord Roberts has de- 
cided that in future the use of the rifle 
must be the first consideration in the train- 
ing of recruits for all arms of the British 
service. Sword, lance, and bayonet exer- 
cises have been abolished. 

A board of expert cavalry officers has 
prenenaees the sword to be practically use- 
ess in warfare, although a sword of a 
different pattern will remain a part of the 
cavalryman's equipment. 





BRITISH ASANDONED WOUNDED. 
LONDON, July 11.—A Yeomanry trooper, 
in a letter describing the Vlakfontein af- 
fair on May 25 (when the garrison of Vlak- 
fontein, on the Johannesburg-Durban Rail- 
road, had 174 men put out of action by the 
Boers under Gen. De la Rey), adds the 
Startling intelligence that the British, the 
night after the fight, discovered that the 
Boers were surrounding their camp, and 
were obliged to retreat, leaving their tents 
standing and their wounded behind them. 


CAPE REBEL LEADER HANGED. 
CAPE TOWN, July 10.—Marais, the well- 
known Cape Colony rebel, was hanged at 
Middelburg, Transvaal Colony, to-day. 

By order of the military authorities the 


execution was witnessed by prominent resi- 
dents of Middelburg. 


A. H. HUMMEL RECOVERING. 








Out of Danger, and Will Probably Be 
Removed from the Hospital To-day. 
LONDON, July 10.—While the physicians 

at King’s College Hospital stated early 

this morning that A. H. Hummel, the New 

York lawyer, who was injured in a car- 

riage accident while driving down North- 

umberland Avenue last evening, was in a 

very bad state, it was announced in the 

afternoon that Mr. Hummel was regarded 
as being out of danger. 

The assertion that Mr. Hummel’s skull 
was fractured when he was thrown from 
his carriage is untrue. He is only suffering 
from concussion and shock. 

Shortly before midnight Mr. Hummel was 
resting comfortably, and at that’ hour the 


house surgeon said there was no reason 
why he should not be removed from the 
hospital to-morrow. No complications have 
arisen, and Mr. Hummel, according to the 
hospital authorities, is recovering from the 
shock quite as rapidly as could be expected. 
He was able to talk to his friends to-day. 


Benjamin Steinhardt of the firm of Howe 
& Hummel said late yesterday afternoon 
that only two cablegrams relative to Mr. 
Hummel's accident had been received in the 
course of the day. One was from Mrs. 
Kaffenburgh, a sister of the injured man, 
to her son. It read as follows: 

“Uncle slightly hurt. Cab accident. No 
danger, honor bright.” 

The second message was from M. Warley 
Platzek, a lawyer of this city, who is now 
in London. It read: 

‘Hummel conscious and cheerful. Not 
seriously injured. I shall remain here,”’ 

Mr. Steinhardt said he did not expect any 
more messages until to-day, as the fore- 
going showed that the accident was not a 
serious one. 


THE PLAGUE AT MARSEILLES. 


Arab Stokers on an Infected Steamer 
Refuse to be Inoculated. 


MARSEILLES, July 10.—The precaution- 
ary measures taken to prevent an outbreak 
of bubonic plague among the crew and pas- 
sengers of the French steamer Laos, Capt. 
Flandin, from Yokohama, May 23, which 
arrived here on July 7, have been handi- 
capped by the refusal of the Arab stokers 
to submit to vaccination with ar 
serum. Grave fears are entertained that 
the plague will spread unless all the pas- 
sengers and crew of the Laos, now held in 
quarantine, are inoculated. 

The passengers of the Laos complain bit- 
terly of the inadequate accommodations, 
bad food, and lack of bedding at the quar- 
antine station. 





The Laos arrived at Marseilles with fif- 
teen cases of bubonic plague among the 
Arab stokers, two deaths having occurred 
in the course of the voyage. The steamer 
left Colombo on June 16, and Jibouti, East 
Africa, on June 26. , 


Appointed Secretary to Gov. Taft. 
MANILA, July 10.—Arthur F. Ferguson, 
ex-Spanish Secretary of the Philippine Com- 
mission, has been appointed Secretary to 
the Chief Executive, Civil Governor Taft. 


Mr. Ferguson is about forty-five years 
ol4. He was appointed Spanish Secretary 
to the Philippine Commission on March 50, 
1900. At that time he was chief translator 
of the Bureau of American Republics. Dur- 
ing the sessions of the Peace Commission 
at Paris he was interpreter for the Ameri- 
can Commissioners, and when Mr. Blaine 
was Secretary of State he accompanied the 
members of the Pan-American Congress on 
their trip through the United States. 


HARRY MANN !S DYING. 


Business Manager of the Knickerbocker 
Succumbing to Bright’s Disease. 


SARATOGA, N. Y., July 10.—Harry Mann, 
business manager of the Knickerbocker 
Theatre, New York City, is’ dying from 
at attack of Bright’s disease, which first 
prostrated him six months ago. He has 
been in a comatose condition since yes- 
terday. 

All hope is abandoned by the family and 
attending physician, and death may come 
at any moment. When Mr. Mann was 
brought here two weeks ago his condition 
was considered very serious. The immediate 


family and other relatives are at his bed-

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TOWN OF LINCOLN 
SOLD AT AUCTION 


It Was the Place in New Jersey 
That Had a Council of Women. 











The Town Hall, Schoolhouse, a Statue, 
and 1,400 Building Lots 
Brought $16,000,

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., July 10.—The 
town of Lincoln, in the northern part of 
Middlesex County, once the pride and the 
hope of the woman's suffrage agitators, 
was sold to-day under the auctioneer's 
hammer for $16,000. The town was found- 
ed five years ago by Silas Drake, a land 
owner, who organized the New Jersey 
Realty Company, which purchased a big 
farm and cut it up into building and fac- 
tory sites. 

The place seemed a success from the 
start. Many houses were erected, factories 
were established, a trolley line was laid 
through the main street, and the United 
States Government gave the town a Post 
Office. Soon afterward a Municipal Gov- 
ernment was organized, and the first Coun- 
cil of the place was composed entirely of 
women, equal suffrage prevailing at the 
Lincoln elections, 

In the central square of the town a 
statue of Abraham Lincoln was erected, 
and the first letter sent from the _ Lin- 
coln Post Office was directed by the Pres- 
ident of the woman Council to Robert T. 
Lincoln. The town looked like a big go, 
and investors began putting their money 
into the New Jersey frutual Realty Com- 
pany. and finally secured control of it. 
Silas Drake, the boomer, who had brought 
about Lincoln’s prosperity, was ousted 
from the Presidency of the company by 
the new company. John D. Voorhees of 
Bound Brook, N. J., was elected in Mr. 
Drake's stead. Mr. Voorhees is now dead. 
The enterprise did not thrive after Mr. 
Drake lost control. The new management 
began to spend money lavishly for adver- 
tising, and pretty soon found itself in 
financial straits. Mr. Drake and other 
stockholders applied for a receiver. James 
P. Northrup of Exchange Place, Jersey 
City, was appointed and the sale ar- 
ranged for to-day. 

The property sold to-day does not in- 
clude the private residences and factories 
in Lincoln, but it does include the Town 
Hall, the school house, the statue of Lin- 
coln, nearly fourteen hundred building 
lots, and several factory sites. There 
was only one bid for the property, and 
that came from L. D. Cook & Co. of Bound 
Brook, a company having some claims 
against the realty company. The _ in- 
cumbrances against the property amounted 
to $15,000, the Bound Brook concern get- 
ting the town for $1,000 above this amount, 


It Was Part of the Property Condemned 
for the New East River Bridge. 


Bidders at the sale of property con- 
demned for approaches to the new East 
River Bridge, which took place yesterday, 
complained loudly of their treatment at the 
hands of Peter F. Meyer, the auctioneer. 
Their chief grievance was that the Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Rose of Lima, in 
Cannon Street, a great terra cotta building, 
with white stone facings, was sold for $35, 
when men were bidding for it who said they 
were willing to pay several hundred dollars 
for the building. 

When Mr. Meyer and his clerks arrived 
in the vicinity of the condemned buildings 
in a carriage yesterday morning there was 
a great crowd assembled in front of the 
church. It included P. J. Scully, City Clerk 
and Tammany leader of the district; Pat- 
rick Connolly, known as ‘‘the Mayor of 
Poverty Hollow’’; the Rév. Father Mc- 
Namee, pastor of the church, and influen- 
tial members of the patish. 

Many bidders showed decided eagerness 
to get the church property. A Goldstein, a 
dealer in second-hand clothing of 18 Pitt 
Street bid $50 in a loud voice. Leader Scully 
bid $25. Mr. Meyer did not hear Mr. Gold- 
stein, it seems. Several bidders named 
figures that could not be made out. Burly 
men standing about are alleged to have 
said ‘“‘Shut up; don’t bid,’’ and similar 
things. Somebody near Mr. Scully said $30. 
Mr. Scully nodded his head, whereupon 
Mr. Meyer knocked down the property with- 
out announcing the name of the successful 
bidder. It was afterward announced that 
**“Mayor’”’ Connolly was the man, and it is 
said that it was Mr. Scully who gave the 
auctioneer the final nod. 

The crowd set up a cheer, and the men who 
had not dared to bid groaned. Goldstein, 
whose bid of $50 at the start was ignored, 
said that he afterward bid $60, but that 
this bid like the first was not heard by 
Mr. Meyer. Several men standing near cor- 
roborated Goldstein. 

The property included in the sale ex- 
tended from Clinton Street to the East 
River and from Delancey Street south 150 
teet toward Broome Street. The buildings 
embraced everything from a one-story 
frame structure to a seven-story sweat 
shop. The highest priced building, a sweat 
shop, at 215 Delancey Street, brought 
$1,550, and the lowest was a oné-story 
building on Columbia Street which was 
knocked down for $10. 

Auctioneer Meyer was protected by two 
stalwart patrglmen, and Capt. Albertson of 
the Delancey Street Station sat on the box 
with the driver. The purchasers have two 
months in which to remove the buildings.

Mr. Brown was an ardent worker in the 
Fresbyterian Church, of which he was an 
Elder and Trustee, and was for many years 
the Superintendent of the Sunday School. 
He was also a Director in the Deckertown 
Bank, a Republican, and took a keen in- 
terest in the political welfare of his coun- 


try. 

He is survived by a widow, who was Miss 
Terwilliger of Middletown, N. Y., and by 
two daughters.

RUMORS VERSUS FACTS. 


There are times in Wall Street when 
apparently reason is abrogated and hy- 
steria reigns. Such a period has lately 
been witnessed. Yesterday’s market ein- 
phasized it. Upon rumor of corn damage, 
for example, St. Paul 48 sold down over 
10 points, despite the fact that St. Paul's 
most important tonnage is Spring wheat, 
for which the prospects are flattering. 
Again, United States Steel is sold down 
over 5 points, after a satisfactory divi-, 
dend declaration, on ostensible appre- 
hension of a strike, despite the publi- 
cation of reliable news foreshadowing 
early amicable settlement. These are two 
striking cases in point, illustrative of the 
singular mood Wall Street can get into 
on slight provocatfon. All other active 
issues suffered more or less in the foray 
on values. Were it not so serious a mdt- 
ter to innocent holders of securities raids 
of this character would be more ludicreus 
than anything else—value, as measured 
by Stock Exchange transactions, melting 
at a breath of suspicion without rhyme 
or reason. | . 

It is, of course, self-evident that real 
value remains undisturbed, earning pow- 
er undiminished; but exchangeable value, 
loanable value, is for the time seriously 
impaired. It js also self-evident that act- 
ual owners of securities are not adverse- 
ly affected by such movements except 
as to temporary shrinkage of borrowing 
power—the real hardship is to those who 
carry “long ’’ stock on margin, who, un- 
less amply protected, are forced to part 
with their holdings at a loss, although 
for the future their estimate may be ac- 
curate. “ 

Against such tactics, as the Stock Ex- 
change is constituted, there seems to be 
no defense. If a sufficient number of op+ 
erators can be inspired with fear the re- 
sult arrived at by bear attack is achieved 
—chimeras for a time overcome facts and 
the paradox of depression in prosperity 
is arrived at. Naturally such depression 
must be temporary provided values fairly 
represent conditions. Short-selling ‘is a 
wholesome corrective of inflation, but it 
cannot be long effective against real 
value—pushed too far it meets with swift 
and costly correction. Rumors cannot 
stand for long against facts. Hysteria 
will soon subside of its own weight, or 
lack of weight, and the financial situa- 
tion wi]l be found resting on the solid 
reasons which have prevailed since last 
Fall and which have brought about a 
range of value fairly proportionate to 
genuine conditions.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


The complete reversal of sentiment on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday, evidenced 
by a very general and sharp break in 
prices, may fairly be said to be due almost 
entirely to the unfavorable crop news from 
Kansas and Western Missouri. Other in- 
fluences, such as the special engagement of 
$750,000 in gold for export and ‘uncon- 
firmed rumors of a Stock Exchange house 
in difficulty, may have had some effect, 
but unquestionably the unfavorable crop 
news was the dominating market factor.

IRON AND STEEL SITUATION. 


Discussing conditions in the iron and steel 
trades, the Iron Age will to-day say: 


Our monthly blast furnace statistics show that 
there has been a decline in the weekly capacity of 
the coke and anthracite furnaces from 306,991 
tons on June 1 to 308,798 tons on July 1, while the 
stocks of pig iron in the hands of the merchant 
furnaces declined from 335,813 tons on June 1 
to 327,761 tons on ‘July 1. In other words, pro- 
duction and consumption nearly balanced. From 
all quarters comes confirmatory evidence that 
the consumption is phenomenal. Thus a leading 
official of the United States Steel Corporation 
reports that that concern is pgoducing steel 
ingots at a rate which makes ‘an output of 
10,000,000 tons likely this year. 

While statistically the situation is exceeding 
sound, there is throughout an uncertainty and an 
ill-defined feeli that we are on the top of the 
tide, and that’ we may. see slowly receding 
values. In some departments deliveries are be- 
coming prompt, premiums have disappeared, and 
there is more disposition to hunt for business. 
in others, notably in the wire trade, where the 
growing tonnage of the independent mills is be- 
ginning to -tell, wire rods are being offered 
more freely on the basis of $35, Pittsburg, new 
sellers, small though they be, coming into the 
market. It is believed that a good deal of the 
wire nail capacity under construction will soon 
be available. In May it was estimated that out 
of the 30,000 kegs daily requirements, in the 
active seasen, 10,000 kegs could be covered by 
outside mills. The latter figure will be much 
enlarged before sixty days have passed, 

The steel rail mills have opened their books 
for orders for delivery for the coming year at $28 
per ton, which is the price now prevailing. 
From the standpoint of the mills, the situation 
is very strong. In reality there are only four 
parties now, the United States Steel Corporation, 
the Pennsylvania-Cambria interest, the Colorado, 
and Jones & Laughlins, Limited. The Lacka- 
wanna will not be in shape to resume at Buffalo 
until the early Summer of 1902, and the start- 
ing of the Tennessee Company is too indefinite 
to allow them to become a factor for some time 
to come. As yet little Lusiness appears to have 
been booked, and probably the Southern roads, 


which can lay the year around, are likely to 
come in first. All the mills are crowded with 
work, and will probably not be able to touch 


new business of importance before November or 
December delivery. 

The feeling in the trade is that the differences 
between the Amalgamated Association and the 
union mills of the United States Steel\ Corpora- 
tion will be very promptly settled, since both 
a have much to gain from a continuance of 
work. 

The lowering in the price of sheets does not 
appear to have gone into general effect, and the 
majority of outside mills are adhering to the 
old prices, 

Very little is being done for export. There is a 
report current that a sale of 25,000 tons of ship 
plates had been made for delivery at Belfast 
yards, but !t is met with an authoritative denial. 
The private accounts of the situation in the 
Gerwan iron trade continue very gloomy. Drastic 
measures may be necessary there to clear the 
atmosphere. 

The London Tin King has given a little ex- 
hibition of his ‘power over the spot market 
early this week. A sharp rise has been fol- 
lowed, however, by a rapid break.

GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, July 10.—Preliminary returns 
to the statistician of the Department of Agri- 
culture on the acreage of corn planted indicate 
a reduction of about 400,000 acres, or .5 per cent., 
from the area planted last year. Of the 22 States 
having 1,000, acres or upward in corn in 1900, 
12 show a decrease of about 1,300,000 acres, while 
in the remaining 10 an increase of about 900,000 
acres is shown. Of the 23 States and Territories 
haying less than 1,000,000 acres in corn in 1900, 
only 6 report smaller acreages than were planted 
last year. The average condition of the growing 

is 81.3, as compared with 89.5 on July 1], 
1900; 86.5 at the porrespanding date in 1899, and 
a ten-year av of 90.3. The condition in Ne- 
‘braska is 8& in Dlinois and Iowa 87, in Kansas 
74, in Missouri 70, and in Texas 64. In each of 
the 22 States first above referred to, except in 
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ae i, Virginia, and South Dakota, where 
the conditions represented by 88, 92, and 89, re- 
spectively, correspond with their ten-year aver- 
ages, the condition is more or less below such 
averages, 

The condition of Winter wheat improved during 
June, being 88.3 on July 1, as compared with 
87.8 on June 1, 80.8 on July 1, 1900; 65.6 at the 
corresponding date in 1890, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 80.2. All the important Winter wheat 
States share in this improvement, except Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, and Maryland, in which_the con- 
dition declined during the month 3, 2, and 5 
points, respectively. 

The average condition of Spring wheat also 
improved during the month, being 95.6 on July 1, 
as compared with 92 one month ago, 55.2 on July 
1, 1900; 91.7 at the cerveenen Sing date in 1899, 
and a ten-year average of 85.6. The condition in 
Nebraska is 89, Iowa 92, Minnseota 96, South 
Dakota and North Dakota 100. 

The conditien of Spring and Winter wheat 
combined on July 1 was 91.1, against 69.8 on July 
im and 76.2 at the corresponding date in 


The amount of wheat remaining in the hands 
of farmers on July 1 is estimated at about 31,- 
000,000 bushels, or the equivalent of 5.85 per 
cent. of the crop of 1900. 

The average condition of the oat crop is 83.7, 
as compared with 85.3 one month ago, 85.5 on 
July 1, 1900; 90 at the corresponding date in 1899, 
and a ten-year average of 87.7. 

The average condition of barley is 91.3, against 
91 one month ago, 76.3 on July 1, 1900; 92 at 
the corresponding date in 1890, and a ten-year 
average of 87.1. 

All the principal States except Wisconsin and 
Kansas, in which there were declines of 1 and 
21 points, respectively, and New York, in which 
the condition has remained stationary, show an 
improvement during the month, and, except in 
“the two States first named and in Iowa, where 
the condition on July 1 corresponds with the ten- 
year average, their averages of condition are all 
above their respective ten-year averages. 

The average condition of Winter rye {s 93.6, as 
compared with 89.6 on July 1, 1900; 83.3 at the 
corresponding date in 1899, and a ten-year aver- 
age 80.2. Each of the principal rye-producing 
States shows an improved condition as com- 
pared with its ten-year average, except in New 
York, whgre the avérage condition on July 1 is 
04, corresponding with the ten-year average in 
that State. 

The average condition of Spring rye is 93.3, as 
compared with. 69.7 on July 1, 1900; 89.7 at the 
Seryepenns date in 1899, and a ten-year aver- 
age of 87.3. 

here is an indicated decrease of some 60,000 
acres, or 2.3 per cent., in the acreage of pota- 
toes, with a condition on July 1 of 87.4, as com- 
pared with a ten-year average of 93.1. 

The sweet potgto reports are rather unfavor- 
able, a majority Of the more important producing 
States showing conditions more or less below 
their ten-year averages, although in a few in-+ 
s{ances such averages are exceeded slightly. 

The condition of tobacce is 1 point above the 
ten-year average in Ohio, 4 in Virginia, and 7 
in Maryland. On the other hand, it is 2 points 
below in Kentucky, 3 in Pennsylvania, 4 in North 
Carolina, and 12 in Wisconsin, while in Ten- 
nessee it corresponds with the ten-year average 
for that State. 

Reports on the hay crop are in the main unfa- 
vorable, there being a decline from the conlition 
as reported on the Ist of last month in a major- 
ity of the more important hay-producing States. 
The condition of pastures has suffered impair- 
‘ment during the month, and in several {mportant 
States is considerably below the ten-year aver- 
ages. In some States, however, notably New 
York, Pennsylvania, California, South Dakota, 
Ohio, Michigan, and Minnesota, the condition is 
excellent, being 7. 7, 6, 9, 11, 5, and 8 points 
above their respective ten-year averages. 

While there has been a general decline in the 
condition of apples and peaches, as compared 
with last mente almost every important peach- 
xrowing State has the promise of more than an 
average crop; but in the apple-producing States 
the crop will be generally poor. The condition 
of grapes is excellent. 

The wool report indicates the average weight 
per fleece as being 6.15 pounds, as against 6.17 
peunds in 1900.

SUDDENLY ADJOURNED | 





District Attorney Philbin Deglines 
to Give Any Reason for It. 





Justice Fursman, Who Presided, Did Not 
Look Well and Soon Left the 
Court House. 





Miles McDonnell’s trial,for killing George 
Price in a shooting affray in a Harlem 8a- 
loon in December last, which has been 
progressing, with many delays, before Jus- 
tice Edgar L. Fursman, in the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court, since June 
24 last, was yesterday adjourned again un- 
der peculiarly mysterious circumstances. 

Official explanations of the adjournment 
were not to be had. To the astonished jury, 


the defendant, the lawyers, and the news- 
paper men there was no explanation vouch- 
safed. District Attorney Philbin was asked 
why court had adjourned. 

‘““The reason is obvious,’’ said he. ‘‘ Ow- 
ing to the peculiar circumstances of the 


case, however, I can say nothing. My lips 


are sealed, An hdjournment was absolutely 


necessary.”’ 

Justice Fursman walked into the court- 
room from his private chamber and took 
his seat on the bench. at 10:15. His 
usually somewhat florid features wore 
a ruddier hue. His mouth was _ set 
in a straight line, and he looked as 
if he did not feel well. Contrary to his 
usual custom he did not wear his wilken 
gown of office. He did not wear it Tuesday 
or the day before. When it was suggested 
that this omission might be due to the heat, 
it was recalled that during the first days 
of the excessively hot weather last week, 
when his court was in session, the Justice 
appeared as usual in his black gown. In- 
stead of this he wore yesterday a short, 
loose black sack coat. 

Assistant District Attorney Garvan was 
about to open the case, when District At- 
torney Philbin hurried into the court room. 
The’ latter’s face was very grave, and he 
looked as if he had something quite impor- 
tant to do. Hée stepped immediately up to 
the bench and began a whispered conver- 
sation with Justice Fursman, ane a 
minute to speak to Mr. Delany. eport had 
reached the Public Prosecutor that the 
Justice intended to discharge McDonnell at 
this day’s session of court. The District 
Attorney admitted that he had heard this 
and that he had asked for the adjourn- 
ment. 

Justice Fursman consented to the ad- 
journment until to-day, and turned toward 
the jury as if to give them the customary 
warning not to talk of the case among 
themselves nor to read any comments 
thereon in the newapeners. He did not do 
so, however, but said something in an in- 
distinct and scarcely audible tone that could 
not be made out at the reporters’ tables, nor 
heard by all the jurors. Some reference to 
the Code was caught. The court crier al- 
most immediately declared the court ad- 
journed, to the great astonishment of every- 
body within hearing of his voice. 

The jurors were so surprised that they 
sat in their seats for some seconds before 
arising. The spectators remained seated 
until the jury filed slowly out, when there 
was instantly a hum of surprised com- 
ment. The District Attorney and his as- 
sistants were surrounded by an inquisitive 
crowd, but were deaf to all questions. Rea- 
sons for the inexplicable adjournment were 
not forthcoming from any one. McDonnell 
stared dumbly at the Justice when the ad- 


journment was announced, He half ex- 
pected to be a free man before night, and 
the additional delay to those he has al- 
ready experienced was quite an unexpect- 
ed shock to him. He bade his wife good- 
bye cheerfully, however, and went back to 


the Tombs. 
Mr. Levy, when asked why the case had 
been adjourned again, said: 





‘Mr. Philbin requested the adjournment 
and Justice Fursman granted it. That’s all 
1 can say.” 

Assistant District Attorney Delany made 
this comment, which failed to shed any 
light on the postponement: 

“Certain conditions have arisen which 
caused the District Attorney to think that 
it would be best to have the case go over.”

Justice Fursman’s private room about three 
minutes after entering with his face very 
grave and stern. Messrs. Delany and Gar- 
van followed. Justice Fursman held open 
the door of his private office for his visit- 
ors to pass out, and did not bow or bid 
them good-day as they left. The District 
Attorney was again dumbto all interview- 
ers. So were his assistants. “ 

Almost immediately thereafter Justice 
Fursman, accompanied by his personal at- 
tendant, walked out of his chambers and 
quickly got into a cab.

THREW HERSELF BEFORE A CAR 


Woman's Attempted Sulcide Causes 
Great Excitement on Broadway. 


Unable to obtain a promise from her hus- 
band to return and live with her again, a 
woman who described herself as Dora Bern- 
stein, thirty-two years old, and living «at

The crowd by this time nad become wild 
with excitement. The people rushed .cross 


the track and blocked traffic in both ci- 
rections for several minutes. Patrolm.in 
Vietor White took charge of the woman, 
arresting her on the charge of attempied 
suicide. and then summoning an amb -- 
lance from St. Vincent's Hospital. The 
ambulance surgeon found the woman had 
received no injuries. She was, however, 
talren to Bellevue Hospital, Where she will 
be examined as to her sanity. 

The man who rescued the woman from a 
possible death said he is Irsael Weiner, 
the woman’s husband. He is a tailor em- 
ployee in Tenth Street, near Broadway. 
Weiner says the woman was formerly mar- 
ried to Meyer Bernstein, now dead, and 
has four children—Esther, eleven years; 
Meyer, nine years; Ida, seven years, and 
Benjamin, three years. The couple lived in 
two nicely furnished rooms on the second 
floor of the Tenth Street house. 

According to Weiner, he is unable to live 
with her as’ his wife because of her temper, 
but agreed to give her $7 a week out of 
his salary of $12 to support herself and 
children. Weiner left his wife several weexs 
ago and since has been living in a fur- 
nished room. Last evening the woman went 
to his place of employment and begged him 
to return and live with her, He refused 
and was trying to get away from his wife 
and go to his room when the woman tried 
to kill herself. The woman was placed in 
‘the prison ward in Bellevue Hospital, and 
‘will be examined as to her sanity to-day.

One of the electric ambulances attached 
to the New York Hospital was struck by a 
south-bound Eighth Avenue car at Fif- 
teenth Street last evening and badly dam- 
aged.

She was treated 
and then heft for home in charge of Pa- 
trolman Quinn. The ambulance returned 
to the hospital. 

In front of 317 West Fifteenth Street the 
woman was again taken ill and the police- 
man again summoned an ambulance. Dr. 
Chittenden for the second time responded. 
He was crossing Eighth Avenue when the 
accident occurred. The battery box and 
one of the front tires of the ambulance 
were broken. Dr. Chittenden, who was 
seated in the rear end of the vehicle, was 
thrown to the pavement, receiving a cut 
on the left hand and several slight bruises. 
Operator Pinkerty was pitched from his 
seat and landed on the dashboard of the 
car. sustaining slight bruises. 





The car was in charge of Motorman 
Harry Lewis of 2,030 First Avenue and 
Harry Goeckman, the conductor, of 366 


West Fifty-second Street. 
and the passengers were thrown about 
their seats, but none was injured. The 
woman was attended by a private physi- 
cian and was taken home. Dr. Chitten- 
den and his epperator returned to the hos- 
pital. 


CROWDED ELEVATOR’S FALL. 


An elevator crowded with passengers fell 
fifteen stories yesterday in the Park Row 
Building. No one was hurt except Joseph 
Lewis, a permit clerk in the Department of 
Water Supply, who sustained a_ slight 
shock. 

The car constituted an express elevator, 
and was in charge of Charles Colson, who 
stopped suddenly at the fifteenth floor ard 
reversed to pick a passenger up who had 
called from the fourteenth floor as the car 
was passing up. From some unknown cuuse 
the brake slipped and the car descended to 
the bottom of the shaft, where, according 
to Lewis, the only injured passenger, it 
struck the safety cushions and rebounded 
about fifteen feet. 

H. M. Reynolds, the Superintendent of the 
building, denies this, however, and said that 
the car descended at its normal speed, the 
safety brakes not permitting it to descend 
any faster. The car was repaired and was 
running again in less than five minutes. 


GEN. GOMEZ’S DEPARTURE. 
The Cuban Soldier Sails on the Segur- 


anca—A Demonstration in His 
Honor. ~ 


Gen. Maximo Gomez sailed for Cuba yes- 
terday on the Ward liner Seguranca, ac- 
companied by Urland Gomez, his son, and 
Alexander Gonzales, his interpreter. They 
were escorted down to the pier by a delega- 
tion of about fifty representative Cuban- 
American citizens, who carried a huge Cu- 
ban flag made of flowers and covered with 
various patriotic mottoes. After dodging 
an army of men with cameras, the General 
got aboard and in the saloon of the vessel 
madc a farewell address in Spanish to his 
covntrymen. 

He said in substance that he had been 
astenished and well-nigh overwhelmed by 
the warmth of his reception by the resi- 
dents. of the United States and that he had 
never before realized how Goenty the people 
of this country sympathized with the people 
of Cuba. 

Before the Seguranca sailed Gen. Gomez 
embraced Dr. William F. Holcombe, Tomas 
Estrada Palma, and José Ellis Cambiase, 
and warmly shook the hands of every 
other one of the delegation. José Ellis 
Cambiase is a grandson of the great Do- 
minican, Admiral J. B. Cambiase, and was 
seumaorty Chancellor of the Dominican Re- 
public. 

Sefior Cambiase said that many people 
favored the Constitution of the Swiss con- 
federation for Cuba, but he thought that a 
confederation of Cuba, Santo Domingo 

! and Haiti, with a Constitution like that o 
this. country, and under the protection of 
the United States, would be the best form 
of Serene for the people of those isl- 
ands. 

As the Seguranca made her way. out into 
the stream, Gen. Gomez was cheered by 
the crowds assembled on the pier, 


SUES PHYSICIAN FOR $10,000. 


Miss Margaret Sweeny, twenty-seven

THE STOCK MARKET 


Prices Decline from Three to Seven 
Points in Securities. 








Reports of Continued Drought in the 
Western Corn Belt Said to 
be the Cause. 





There was a sharp break in prices in the 
stock market yesterday—sharper even than 


the ccliapse of Monday, when for the 
greater part of the day the market was in 
a se1i-demoralized condition. Yesterday, 
after a show of strength in the early trad- 
ing, prices began to decline,’slowly at first, 
but none the lesg surely, until finally about 
1 o'clock a wave of liquidation swept over 
the market, and, continuing up to the close, 


carried prices of many standard stocks 


down anywhere from 3 to 7 points» The 
extreme declines do not equal the 10 point 
break on Monday in St. Paul or the 13 
point break in International Power, but on 


the cther hand Monday’s break was not so 
general, por was it brought about on such 


reletively small transactions ag was that 
o? yesterday. 

On Monday total dealings aggregated 
nearly 1,100,000 shares; yesterday less than 
900,000 shares were dealt in. At the close 
of the day yesterday among the important 
net declines were:

As for the reasons for the extreme weak- 
ness following the substantial recovery on 
Tuesday from Monday's slump they may 
briefly be summed up. One—by far the 
most potent—was the reports of: con- 
tinued drought and of hot winds in the 
corn belt of Kansas and Western Mis- 
souri, much damage being reported to the 
growing crops. Hence the sharp declines 
in the granger stocks, Rock Island show- 
ing especial weakness, falling %% points 
on one transaction. Another factor was 
the engagement of $750,000 in gold for ex- 
port to Germany, leading to further sug- 
gestions of financial difficulty in Germany, 
which might in turn be reflected here in 
higher rates. And lastly, there were vague 
rumors of a leading banking house bein 
in difficulty, though diligent inquiry faile 
to disclose any foundation for these ru- 
mors, bankers generally pronouncing them 
canards. The old story of a revival of 
the Union Pacific-Northern Pacific struggle 
was also pressed into service. This is al- 
tegether without foundation. 

As for the nenne: ft_came from various 
sources. Western housés, which were most 
active in Monday's decline, wete again 
large sellers yesterday, and once more 
it was réported that many of their sales 
were for the-Moore Brothers, who are 
known to have carried a large line of 
speculative holdings. Keene brokers were 
also sellers, while some of the large 
financial interests were credited with de- 
siring to see the market lower in order to 
acciimulate a cheap line of stocks. 

Of actual news developments during the 
day there was little of consequence. The 
regular semi-annual dividend of 2% per 
cent. on Louisville and Nashville and the 
regular ‘quarterly dividend of 1 per cent. 
on Northern Pacific preferred were de- 
clared. Announcement was made also that 
Atchison had agreed to withdraw its cut 
rates.

BOER REFUGEE RELEASED. 


Immigration Commissioner Was As 
sured He Would Not Become a 
* Public Charge. 


David Stephen du Plooy, the Boer refugee 
who was held by the immigration officials 
as a stowaway, having come here on the 
steamship Trinidad after escaping frem 
the British prison camp on Darrell’s Island, 
» released yesterday by the Board of 

ecial Inquiry after examination into the 
case. The story of the escaped Boer 
aroused widespread interest, and long. be- 
fore the immigration officials met to con- 
sider his release a writ of habeas corpus 
had been procured and served on Im- 
migration Commissioner Fitchie to pro- 
duce the refugee in the Federal Building 
before United States Circuit Judge Thomas. 
Before the time set for the production. of 
the Boer in court the immigration officials 


decided to act on their own initiative, and 
promptly set him free. 

When the case was calied 
board Edward P. Wilde, attdrne for 
Charles Pierce, counsel for the Grange 
Free State, answered for the detained man. 
The case was treated simply as that of an 
ordinary stowaway, no weight being given 
to the fact that the man was an escaped 

risoner of the Btish. The chief question 
nvolved was a technical one whether the 
Boer would papcene a public charge. R. 
Van H. Schramm, owner of the Park- 
mere apartment house, 138 and 140 West 
One Hundred and Eleventh Street, who 
owns a ranch in Yuma, Ariz., assured the 
board that he would become responsible 
for the support of the Boer if he was al- 
lowed to land. Then Messrs. Wilde and 
Schramm convinced the authorities that 
they had a right to pay the fine of the 
stowaway, and that the law merely ex- 
acted a fine and did not specify who had 
to pay the same. This was the fine which 
the steamshi company should have paid, 
but the friends of the refugee were anxious 
for his prompt liberation, so Mr. Pierce 
paid, and the cavalryman was set free. 

Before leaving Ellis Island the party 
went to the office of Commissioner Fitchie, 
where the writ of habeas corpus obtained 
to secure du Plooy’s release was served, 
and a return was made on it that the man 
specified in the paper already was set 
free. The aon then boarded the ferry- 
boat John G. Carlisle, and, coming to Man- 
hattan, took dinner. Du Plooy will re- 
main several days in this city to recuperate 
and build up after his trying experience 
of starvation as a stowaway, after which 
he will go to Yuma, Ariz., to the ranch of 
Mr. Schramm.

SURFACE ROADS’ LIABILITY. 


Appellate Division Determines Many 
Cases Involving Damages Against 
the Metropolitan Company. 

A number of opinions in which the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway is involved were 
handed down yesterday by the Appellate 
Division fof the Supreme Court. In the 
great majority of the cases the decisions 
were against the company, including sev- 
eral in which large amounts for damages 
had been awarded. As the Appellate Divis- 
ion is a final Court of Appeal in questions 
of fact, except where the Court gives per- 
mission for an appeal to the Court of 
Appeals, the company will have to pay the 

various damages awarded against It. 

One of the most important cases was an 
appeal from a judgment for $8,207.94, ob- 
tained by Charles B.° Morris, whose son 
was killed as the result of a collision be- 


tween his father’s brougham and an Eighth 
Avenue car at One Hundred and Twenty- 


sixth Street and Eighth Avenue on the 
night of Dec, ¥, 1898. 
Young Morris was sitting beside the 


coachman at the time of the collision, and 
when the accident occurred his arm was 





forced through the glass front of the 
brougham, severing an artery, from which 
cause he di orris was only sixteen 


years of age, attending school at the time. 
The railway company pleaded contrib- 


utory negligence, but the Court held other- 
wise and affirmed the judgment. The de- 


cision is written by Justice Ingraham. 
Another case in which large damages had 
been awarded against the Metropolitan, and 
which jud ent the Appellate Division up- 
held, was iT the case of Henry Griffiths, -a 
five-year-old boy, who was injured by being 
run down by a Columbus Avenue car at 
Ninety-third Street and Columbus Avenue 
and recovered $5,000 damages. 

In this case, too, the company pleaded 
contirbuory negligence, or that there 
should be a new trial because the trial Jus- 
tice had ordered the complaint dismissed. 
The Appellate Court directs that a judg- 
ment be directed upon the verdict. 
Catherine Kay was another person to 
have a pecennne confirmed by the Appel- 
late Division. She had been awarded $7,500 
darnages and costs for injuries she received 
on Jan. 28, 1895, on the hill running from 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Street to One 
Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street on Am- 
sterdam Avenue. The night waS snowy and 
frosty, and the car slid down the nill, 


the foot of the hill. The company alleged 
that they were not responsible, as the ic- 
cident was caused by a condition of af- 
fairs over which they had no control. All 
the Justices concurred in the judgment. 
The largest amount of damages recorded 
against the company was in the suit of 
John Fullerton, an infant four years old 
at the time of the accident, Aug. 3, 1897: 
The child had strayed from a room where 
the mother thought she had him securely 
confined, and he attempted to cross One 
Ifundred and Sixteenth Street, near Park 
Avenue. He was run over by a ear and 
had one leg and two toes of the remain- 
ing foot amputated. The lower court award- 
ed over $13,000 damages and the judyment 
wus affirmed. 
Lawyer Cohen obtained a 
damages caused by being run down at 
Madison Avenue and One Hundred and 
Thirteenth Street, which judgment was af- 
firmed by the Appellate Division. 
The company won a point in the case of 
Elias Goodman, an infant, who hard oi- 
tained judgment for $518 for injuries, the 
Justices ordering a new trial on account of 
errors in the former trial. 
For the same reason a new trial was or- 
dered in the case of Hester Fleischer, as 
adrrinistratrix, where a judgment had heen 
obtained for $3,151.61 against the company; 
in the case of John Sullivan ainst the 
company, and in the case of Hadasa ixan- 
saan who had obtained judgment for 
,646, 70. 


BATTALION CHIEF INJURED. 


Langford Fell During a Fire and Hurt 
His Spine—Waited an Hour 
for an Ambulance. 


Thomas R. Langford, Chief of the Fifth 
Battalion of the Fire Department, was 
dangerously injured early yesterday morn- 
ing while fighting a fire in the five-story 
building at 88 Prince Street. Chief Lang- 
ford fell with a hanging ladder which had 
not been secured properly and alighted on 
his spine. He was taken to Bellevue Hos- 
pital. 

The fire during which the accident hap- 
pened was discovered on the fourth and 
fifth floors uf the house, and the’ firemen 
had difficulty in breaking into the building 
and reaching it. The structure is three 
Stories in front and five stories in the rear. 
The firemen finally reached the roof 6f thé 


three-story portion and found a small iron 
ladder hanging from the roof of the five- 
story part. Langford started to climb up 
this ladder. He had reached half way up 
when the ladder broke its fastenings and 
fell to the roof. A hasty examination 
showed that he was seriously hurt, and 
an ambulance call was sent. 

The injured man remained on the roof 
while the firemen descended through the 
building and reached the fire by means of 
the stairway inside. An hour’s work was 
necessary to subdue the flames. The prin- 
cipal sufferers by the fire were Bendel & 
Sawyer, dealers in feathers, whose loss is 
placed at $20,000. The building was dam- 
4 to the extent of $15,000, the remainder 
of the loss of about $40,000 being distrib- 
uted among the various other tenants. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 

Through some mistake on the part of the 
hospital authorities the ambulance sent for 
was dispatched to the wrong address, and 
it Was more than an hour reaching Lang- 
ford. At the hospital it was found_that he 
was suffering from a bruised spine and a 
bad wound of the hand. The surgeons say 
he will probably recover. 


CAPT. DIAMOND’S DETECTIVES. 


They Obey Commissioner Murphy’s Or- 
ders and Answer District Attor- 
ney’s Questions. ' 


Police Captain Diamond's detectives, who 
refused recently to give the District Attor- 
ney’s office any information which might 
be used in the prosecution of Wardman 
Bissert, charged’ with levying blackmail, 
on the ground that they expected to be 
witnesses for the accused officer, were 
again questioned by Deputy Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gans yesterday. 

This time, having been instructed by 
Commissioner Murphy to “ render the Dis- 
trict Attorney all the aid in their power,” 
the detectives, seven in number, submitted 


to the examination reluctantly. Mr. Gans 
was asked if the interviews were satisfac- 
tory. 

‘* All of them answered the questions put 
to them,” he replied vaguely. “ 

‘* Were the replies satisfactory? 

‘They had to be.”’ . 
Each of the detectives left the deputy’s 
office with a culiar smile on his face, 
however, and ala not appear to have passed 
through a severe ordeal. Commissionér 
Murphy had a few things to.say about the 
matter yesterday. When asked about the 
visit of Mr. Gans to Headquarters on Tues- 
day, he said:

GEN. RopENBOUGH’S MANDAMUS.—The Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court yes- 
terday, in giving’ its reasons, by Justice 
Laughlin, for reversing the peremptory 
writ of mandamus secured about three 
months ago by Theophilus Rodenbough, re- 
quiring the Board of Elections to transfer 
or assign him for duty in such position un- 
der the board as he might be fitted to fill, 
with the same compensation he received 
when Superintendent of Elections, says the 
application was prematurely made, because 
it was not shown that any position had 
been created under the new law. which 
was not of a confidential nature, and 
which he was competent to fill, and the 
salary of Which equaled his salary as Su- 
perintendent of Elections. Mr. Roden- 


bough, an honorably discharged veteran, 


had been Chief of the Bureau of Elections 
for eight years, until the position was abol- 
ished, about three years ago, by the new 
charter. Then he became Superintendent 
of the General Bureau of Elections, at 
$6,000 a year, until that office was abol- 
ished last March, and the Board of Elec- 
tions, with four Commissioners at $5,000 
a year each, was established. It appeared 
that there were thirty-three positions in 
the General Bureau of Elections before the 
new law was passed. and that the Mu- 
nicipaA Civil Service Commission had now 
under consideration a request from the 
Board of ections for a classification of 
the positiéns, and that the matter was un- 
der consideration. Justice Laughlin says, 
in conclusion: ‘‘ After the duties of the 


various employes of the new board shail 
have been prescribed and the salaries shall 


have been fixed, it is evident that grave 
questions will arise as to the right of the 
relator to_be transferred to a position un- 
der the Board of Elections. It appears 
that there are many other veterans who 
occupied subordinate positions under the 
former General Bureau of Elections, who 
also make similar claims to be transferred. 
The relator, however, having made a de- 
mand upon the board of such transfer, 
whatever rights he may have in the prem- 
ises to be transferred to that department 
will be preserved. But other steps may 
be reacuired to preserve any rights that he 
may have to be transferred to any other 
department.”

THE MOWBRAY-GOULD. CASE.—The rever- 
sal by the Appellate Division of the judg- 
ment for $5,000 and costs recovered by 
Frank D. Mowbray in his suit against 
Howard Gould for alleged breach of con- 
tract, the opinion in which was handed 
down yesterday, was because the verdict 
was against the weight of evidence, be- 
cause evidence was improperly admitted, 
and improper instructions were given to the 
jury, and because the trial court abused 
its discretion as to the cross-examination of 
the defendant. Upon the latter point Jus- 
tice McLaughlinNwho gives the unanimous 
opinion of the Court, says: ‘‘ We are also 
of the opinion that the judgment must be 
reversed on the ground that the trial court 
abused its discretion~.in permitting the 
plaintiffs’ attorney ‘to cross-examine the 
defendant on immaterial and irrelevant 
matters—the answers to which could only 
tend to humiliate and degrade him. It is 
unnecessary*to refer,to the testimony 4 
length. It is sufficient to say that it re- 
lates to the defendant's relation with cer- 
tain women; as to how long he had known 
them; how frequently he had visited thein; 
whether or not he kept some of his clothes 
where one of them lived, and whether he 
did not pay the living expenses of one of 
them. The defendant claimed his privilege, 
refused to answer these questions, on the 
ground that they were highly improper, un- 
gentlemanly, and cowardly—but notwith- 
standing this fact, the Court directed him 
to answer, which he did. It is unquestiona- 
bly true that the cross-examination of a 
witness, and the extent to which it shall be 
carried, re in the discretion of the tnal 
court, subject however, to this qualifica- 
tion, that such doctrine can always be re- 
viewed by an appellate court. The object 
of a trial is to ascertain the truth, in order 
that the court may administer justice be- 
tween the parties. Testimony is for the 
purpose of enabling the court to determine 
the truth in order that the ultimate object 
of the trial may be attained. Whether this 
defendant knew certain women, whether he 
paid their living expenses, manifestly threw 
no light ; the subject matter of the lifti- 
gation, ana,it is perfectly apparent that 
such questions were propounded to him, not 
for the purpose of,testing his credibility 

ut for the sole purpose of degrading, hu- 

iliating, or bringing him into disrepute 
with the jury. This purpose being manifest, 
the Court should have sustained the objec- 
ttons to such questions. It cannot be that 
because a party refuses to submit to a de- 
mand made upon him,,and himself gees 
upon the witness stand to contradict testi- 
mony given by his adversary, he can, by 
reason of that fact, be compelled to divulge 
the secrets of his life, unless such are con- 
nected with. or have some bearing upon, 
the matter being tried. A party when he 
becomes a witness, even on cross-examina- 
tion, is entitled to be protected. Witnesses 
have somé rights which courts are bound 
to respect and protect. (Turnpike Road 
Company vs. Loomis, 32 N. Y. 127.) Attacks 
of the character set out in this record can- 
not be made upon one’s private life under 
the guise of cross-examination. Their pur- 
pose is either to coerce the party into a set- 
tlement or else to unduly and unjustly prej- 
udice the jury against him. Such exami- 
nations tend to bring the administration of 
the law and the trial of actions into disre- 
pute and to lessen the respect which liti- 
gants have for the courts.”

MARRIED AFTER HUSBAND HAD BEEN 
ABSENT Five YEARS.—The Appellate Divi- 
sion, in an opinion made public yesterday, 
affirmed the judgment for plaintiff in the 
suit for a separation brought by Catherine 
Taylor against Washington H. Taylor. The 
defense interposed was that at the time of 
the marriage ceremony between the _ de- 
fendant and Mrs. Taylor, she was a thar- 
ried woman, having, on Jan. 12, 1860, mar- 
ried one James Dennis; that at the timé of 
the performance of the marriage ceremony 
between the Taylors, James Dennis was 
alive; that the marriage with Dennis was 
still in full force, and. that all these mat- 
ters were unknown to the defendant. The 
Court says, by Justice Laughlin, that while 
the evidence of diligent inquiry to ascer- 


tain whether or not the former husband 
was living when the second marriage was 
contracted is not strong, it is evident that 
the wife acted in good,faith. When Taylor 
proposed to her, she said, she explained the 
tact of her former marriage, and expressed 
an unwillingness to marry until she was 
certain of the death of Dennis. At the sug- 
gestion of Taylor that she get a divorce, 
they consulted a lawyer, and were by him 
advised that she had a perfect right to 
remarry. Justice Laughlin says he thinks 
the evidence brings the case —— within 
the statute making marriages where the 
former husband or wife has been absent for 
five successive years without being known 
by his or her consort to be alive, voidable 
only when so declared by the Court. He 
says, in conclusion: ‘‘ The evidence intro- 
duced on the part of the plaintiff tended to 
show that both the plaintiff and the de- 
fendant were informed of the actual death 
of Dennis in the year 1878. The plaintiff 
and three other witnesses gave evidence 
tending to show that there was in effect a 
néw marriage agreement between plaintiff 
and defendant. This the defendant denied. 
Thesufficiency of the conversations testified 
to by these witnesses to constitute a valid 
new. marriage in view of the’ subsequent co- 
habitation. of plaintiff and defendant, and 
holding’ themselves out as man and wife for 
eleven years thereafter, could not well be 
questioned, and is virtually conceded by 
counsel for appellant. It is not contended 
by defendant that this evidence, if be- 
lieved; did not warrant the Court in find- 
ipg a re-marriage, but it is urged that the 
testimony is improper, and that the uncor- 
roborated testimony of the defendant 
should be accepted, and the evidence of 
laintiff and her three witnesses discred- 
ted. In a case like this where the inter- 
course between the parties originated in 
the honest belief that they were man and 
wife, evidence of less probative force should 
be accept to establish a new _ marriage 
contract after the only obdstacle to the 
yalidity of the former marriage was re- 
moved by..the death of the former hus- 
band.”’ Justice Laughlin also refers to the 
fact that before presenting the question to 
the Court Taylor lived with the plaintiff 
as her husband for more than ten years 
after he knew that her former husband was 
dead.

Was It A Deep or Trust?—Rose M. 
Leary, then twenty-three years old, an only 
child, in 1875 drew about $1,400 which she 
had in two savings banks, and gave it to 
her father, Patrick J. Corvin, who for many 
years had been a policeman, with the un- 
derstanding that he and her mother would 
purchase a-house for a.home. They were 
all to live there until the death of her 
parents, when she should have the house 
for her own. There being some difficulty 


as to the title to the house contemplated to 
be purchased, no place was in fact purchased 
until 1880, when the father bought a house 


for , using the-money given h b

in 1802 and the father in 1898. The daugh- 
ter, who-meantime had married Martin J. 
Leary, resided in the house at intervals 
until 1800, paying rent. Mrs. Leary spent 
much time in a sanitarium, because of hab- 
its of inebriation. The father and mother 
in 1890 conveyed the house to the Church 
of St. Mary for a nominal consideration, 
the Church reconveying to each an estate 
for life. Two years later the church, under 
leave of the Supreme Court, sold the prem- 
ises to Lizzie J. Corvin, then Lizzie J. Hear- 
ly, for the expressed consideration of $14.- 
500, She, on Patrick J. Corvin releasing his 
interest, mortgaged the premises for $6,000, 
of which she retained $1,000, and gave 
$5,000 to the Church. hen she recon- 
veyed a life estate to Patrick J. Corvin, 
whom she had married. After the death of 
her father, Rose Leary brought suit to 
have the deed executed by him and her 
mother to the church declared a deed of 
trust, and to'set aside the deed from the 
church to the second Mrs. Corvin, and for 
an accounting. A judgment given at Spec- 
cial Term dismissing her complaint, has 
now been reversed by the Appellate Divis- 
ion, in an opinion by Justice McLaughlin, 
Justice O’Brien dissenting. The reversal 
is upon the ground that the trial court 
erred in striking out testimony as to dec- 
laration# made by Patrick J. Corvin prior 
to the conveyance to the church, among 
other things, that the house was bought 
absolutely clear, that they did not owe any- 
thing on it, and that it was their home, and 
at their death it would be their daughter’s.

PLEADING IN LIBEL Surts.—After the libel 
suit brought by Mary K. Morse against the 
Press Publishing Company had been to the 
Appellate Division, and that courf had de- 
cided that the article complained, of, if it 


charged anything, charged wrongdoing on 
the part of plaintiff, and that she must 


stand or fall on the verdict of a jury, the 


defendant set up a second separate defense 
pleading copies of the judgment rolls in 
actions in which Mrs. Morse obtained a di- 
vorce from a former husband, and in which 


the wife of plaintiff's present husband ob- 
tained her divorce from him. These actions 
were alleged to be fraudulent. Justice In- 
graham, for the Appellate Division, in re- 
versing judgment sustaining a demurrer to 
this new defense, says: ‘‘ The question as 
to whether or not the publication bears the 
construction placed upon it by the plaintiff 
is a question to be determined upon the 
trial, and I do not think that it can be said 
on demurrer that a truthful statement of 
the circumstances surrounding the litiga- 
tion which resulted in the piaintiff’s ob- 
taining a divorce from her former husband, 
and the relation that existed between the 
piaintiff and the man 
married before the divorce was obtained, 
and which were known to the writer of the 
article, is not competent upon the question 
as to the real meaning ot the publication 
complained of, but I do not think that there 
is any doubt but that these facts which the 
writer of the article had in mind when he 
wrote it are competent evigence upon the 
question of actual malice. The plaintiff 
would be entitled to an instruction to the 
jury that if they found the defendent guilty 
of actual malice they could give her punitive 
damages, and upon this question of actual 
malice, the defendant would be entitled to 
present to the jury just what knowledge 
had been communicated to its responsible 
officers as to the circumstances surround- 
ing the relations that existed between the 
plaintiff and her husband, and the plaintiff 
and the person whom she subsequently 
married.”’ 


Private Hack STANDS.—The action of the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court grant- 
ing an injunction to the livery firm of S. 
Cc. Odell & Son, restraining Charles W. 
Bretney and others from interfering with 
plaintiffs’ use of the space in front of 
Rector’s, has been upheld by the Appellate 
Divisipn. The Odells were given the right 
to use the space by the hotel corporation, 
and they also have a license from the city. 
The defendants form an unincorporated as- 
sociation authorized to use the public hack 
stands. The opinion of the Court states the 
real issue to be whether the space referred 


to‘is a part of tha public hack stand désig- 
nated by the ordinance in the locality 
where the hotel is situated. The Court 
holds, per curiam, that as it appears that 
according to the description of the use of 
the street and the interpretation of the 
right of use made by the proper author- 
ities, and the granting of a license for spe- 
cial use, it is extremely doubtful whether 
the space in question is comprehended 
within ‘the public hack stand set apart by 
the city. As to the claim of the defend- 
ants that the city has no right or author- 
ity in law to allow the use of the public 
streets in a manner like that resorted to 
by the plaintiffs, the Court says: “It ts 
well settled that the city authorities have 
only a lHmited right to permit the use of 
the public streets by private parties, aad 
ordinarily some necessity must exist to 
authorize an obstruction therein. Mere 
necessity for the purpose.of conducting 
business does not justify th® obstruction of 
the public streets, except for temporary 
purposes, but the owner of property has 
the right to its beneficial use and enjoy- 
ment, and in order that such result may be 
obtained the city,has authority to allow a 
temporary oecupation of the streets where 
the privilege granted is reasonable and 
does not unnecessarily interfere with the 
use of the streets by the public. Thus a 
reasonable use of the street for the pur- 
pose of See SECnS guests at and taking 
them from a hotel by means of cabs, car- 
riages, and other vehicles has been sus- 
tained.”’

TAXATION OF CHURCH PROPERTY.—Cer- 


tain points relating to the taxation of 
church: property are considered at length 
in an opinion filed yesterday by the Ap- 
pellate Division in the case of the People 
ex rel. Society of the Free Church of St. 
Mary the Virgin against Thomas L. Feit- 
ner et al.~ The church property is lo- 
cated in West Forty-sixth Street and 
West Forty-seventh Street. Part of it was 
assessed for taxation in 1899 as follows: 
Clergy house, $12,000; mission house, $10,- 


000; rectory, $6,000. These buildings are 
annexed to and form part of the church 
building. It was not denied that, so far 
as the tax law is concerned, the corpora- 
tion was organized exclusively for religious, 
-ybaritable, -benevolent, and educational 
p poses, and for the moral and mental 
mprovement of men and women. The 
relator insisted that no part of the build- 
ing was liable to taxation, and it 7 
to the Commissioners of Taxes to have 
the assessment corrected. The application 
was denied, and certiorari proceedings 
were instituted to review the action of 
the Commissioners. Justice Freedman, be- 
fore whom the,case came, decided that the 
assessment was correctly made, although 
he reduced the assessment on the clergy 
house by $2,000. In all other respects the 
assessment was confirmed. The order of 
the lower court quashing the writ of 
certiorari is now reversed. by the Ap- 
pellate Division, which holds that no por- 
tion of the building is liable to taxation. 

Justice McLaughlin writes the opinion of 
the court. He cites the provisions of the 
genera! tax law, which covers religious-in- 
stitutions, which is to be found in Subdi- 
vision 7 of Section 4 of the General Tax Law 
of 1896. This clause exempts the real prop- 
erty .of a corporation or association “ or- 
ganized exclusively for the moral or men- 
tal improvement of men or women, or for 
religious, Bible, tract, charitable, benevo- 
lent, missionary, educational, library pur- 
poses, or for two or more such purposes, 
and used exclusively for carrying out there- 
upon one or more of such purposes.’’ 

Justice McLaughlin then describes the 
work of the church as shown in the testi- 
mony. There are five-services every day 
in the church, with additional services on 
certain. days each week. It is a mission 
church and works largely among the poor. 
Besides the rector, there are three curates 
and three sisters, and much of the church 
worit done is through guilds, which look 
after the sick and often supply food d 
clething, and try to get people to attend 
the church. Thus the Men’s Guild /has 
room set apart for the use of its members. 
They read and play billiards there, and at 
stated times during the week devotional ex- 
ercises are held for mothers, and also for 
women and girls. Over these meetings the 
church assumes a special interest. The 
rector also holds himself in readiness at 
all times, either night or day, to respond 
to any calls that may be made upon him. 
** Keeping in mind the work that is done,” 
says Justice McLaughlin, “it at once be- 
comes apparent, as it seems to us, that the 
portion of the building set apart for this 
use is as exclusively devoted .to religiocus 
sag charitable purposes as the church 

self.’ 

In the Clergy House, at the southw 
corner of the plot, there is a hall tee 
St. Joseph's Hall, in which various re- 
ligious services are held. This hallécan 
even made a part of,the auditorium. 
The choir vestry also is in this building, 
on the first floor. The chapel og the church 
proper extends to and o¢eupies part of the 
second floor. The n’s Guild and. the 
rector’s assistants occupy the third and 
fourth floors, and the fifth floor is used by. 
the engineer, who has charge of the heat- 
ng and mechanical apparatus of the en- 
tire building. At the southeast corner is 
the Mission House. In this buflding is the 
St. Elizabeth's Chapel, with an altar used 
ee religious purposes. The main 
cha extends to and occupies~all of the 
second floor. There are also rooms for the

tice McLaughlin says: : 

“The evening work carried on by the 
church is such that it requires that some 
one should be in constant attendance both 
night and day, and-tke rector having gen- 
eral supervision of the entire work, his 
presence in the building is necessary, so 
that whenever a call is made, either upon 
the assistants or the sisters, he can if 
necessary advise and consult with them. 
This applies equally as to the work done 
by the assistants and the sisters. No rent 
or income is derived by the church from 
any portion of this building. It is free. 
Whoever will may come for the purpose of 
receiving ‘religious or moral instruction. 
Under such circumstances, it seems to us 
that it must be held that the entire build- 
ing comes within the letter and spirit of 
the statute entitling it to’ an exemption 
from taxation. The policy of the law in 
this State, at least, is always to encourage 
corporate institutions of religious and lit~- 
erary character, upon the theory that in- 
struction afforded by either elevates the 
individual, and therefore® benefits the 
State.” 

Reference is made to the case of the 
Seminary of Our Lady of Angels, in which 
shops for tailoring, repairing shoes, baking, 
laundering, and similar purposes were held 
to be connected with the general purpose of 
the institution. and therefore exempt from 
taxation. In the St. John’s College case, a 
farm of 1183 acres was held to be exempt, 
it being used to raise vegetables for the 
teachers and students and for recreation. 
A similar proceeding for the year 1900 is 
dispos@ of in the same way, the action be- 
ing precisely the same, except that the As- 
sessors did not assess the Mission House, 
although the Clergy House was assessed 
at $10,000 and the rectory at $8,000. The 
assessment is ordered corrected. with costs 
against the city. Justices O’Brien and In- 
graham coneur with Justice McLaughlin. 
Presiding Justice Van Brunt dissents. Jus-

The United States Army transport Mc- 
Clellan sailed yesterday afternoon from the 
foot of Pacific Street, Brooklyn, for Manila. 
She carries the Congressional delegation 
intending to examine into the general ad- 
ministration of affairs in the Philippines. 
The party consists of Senators A. O. Bacon 
of Geotgia and Dietrich of Nebraska and 
Congressmen Mercer of Nebraska, Smith of 
Illinois, Burleson of Texas, De Armond of 
Missouri, Driscoll of New York, Gaines of 
Tennessee, and Green of Pennsylvania. In 
addition. to the Congressional_ committee 
here are on board Lieut. Col. c : 
Bailey, Major Duval, and Capt. er. Be 
Grant, the officers in charge of the trans- 
port, and Lieut. D. J. Craigie. 

Besides these there aré 150 recruits for 
the various regiments in the Philippines, 
and a party of twenty women, wives of of- 
ficers now on duty in the Philippines and 
who are going to join their husbands. The 
Twenty-seventh Headquarters band is also 
on board. The sailing master of the Mc~ 
Clellan is Capt. W. E. Nye. She goes to 
Manila by way of the Suez Canal, touch- 
ing eee aes Malta, Port Said, Aden, Co- 
lombo, an ngapore.
